Alarmed by the ruin to which misman- 
aged financial institutions have recently 
fallen prey, and to eave the hoarded mites 
of wage-earners, which in their aggregate 
are counted in millions of dollars, the Secre- 
taries of all Chicago building and loan asso- 
clations will méet at the Sherman House 
tomorrow afternoon to discuss a federation 
for mutual protection. For some time the 
older associations, with the multiplication 
of new entries into their field of operations, 
have had their attention directed to the need 
of some such steps as are now contemplated, 
This need has been emphasized by failures, 
in some of which gross mismanagement has 
been revealed, It is now proposed, if possi- 
ble, to embody in‘a mutuabcompact such 
principles, rules, and regulations as are 
thought most conducive to the safety of in- 
vestors great and small.

Mrs. Ernestine Dunkey is in a steel cage 
under the little town hall of Melrose Park, 
awaiting a preliminary éxamination. She 
is accused of the murder of Ernest Kueneth, 
an aged and well-to-do widower, who was 
killed in his home in that village on Oct. 
26. 1892. A 

The warrant was sworn out before Justice 
Dunnebeck, the local magistrate, and was 
signed by G. A. Bodenschatz, a wealthy 
stone dealer living in Oak Park. He is a 
son-in-law of the murdered man. 

Of course, the arrest of Mrs. Dunkey, the 
tirst made in the case after so long a time 
has elapsed, has created a sensation in the 
village, and there was much excitement 
there yesterday when Assistant State’s-At- 
torney Pearfon announced he was ready to 
go on with the preliminary hearing.

ELECTRICAL CLOCKS ARE OUT OF JOINT 


Western Union’s Synchronizing Ap- 
paratus Burns Out and the City Is 
Temporarily at Sea. 


Chicago will be lacking in accurate United 
States Observatory time until tomorrow 
morning. During all of today the Western 
Union Telegraph company will be unable 
to guarantee the thousands of electrical 
clocks distributed over the city. 

Fire at 8:30 o'clock last night in the clock- 
room on the second floor of the Western 
Union Building so damaged the machinery 
as to require at least thirty-six hours’ work 
to place it in repair. Somewhere in tho 
city the company’s wires came in contact 
with e strong current and a ewitchboard in 
the clockroom was burned out. The dam- 
age, it is said, will reach $6500, 

The accident will not cause the clocks to 
stop, nor will the difference in time be 
noticed by any except those who are fond 
of having their chronometers keyed up to a 
state of “ beautiful” exactness. The in- 
struments, being self-winding, will continue 
to run, but it will be largely arbitrary with 
each clock just how fast or slow it shall

Mr. Hesing -writes in much the same line, 
his argument being: 


Chicago, April, 3.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In a quadrangular fight, like the present, 
it is utterly impossible to fix a majority. I 
have no dovbt. whatever of my election, If 
the total number‘of votes is not larger than . 
260,000 I am satisfted that I will receive in the 
neighborhood of 100,000, thus giving me more 
votes than any one candidate.

Talk with Adolph Pike. 


Adolph Pike, Secretary of the True Plan 
Building and Loan Association, one of the 
oldest institutions in‘ the city, is one of the 
leaders of the movement to bring about the 
formation of a federation. 

*‘It is absolutely necessary that something 
be done to restore confidence,” said Mr. Pike 
yesterday. ‘* We have all sorts of laws gov- 
erning the regulation of building and lan 
associations, but that these laws are ineffi- 
cient for the protection of innocent investors 
is evidenced by the recent failures. Most of 
these failtres have been abominable. The 
associations, in almost every instance, have 
been wrecked by the most vicious misman- 
agement. The words ‘criminal careless- 
ness’ can hardly be applied to the failures. 
It looks like “criminal intent.’ The result 
has been that hundreds of hard-working ani 
deserving people have been defrauded of 
their savings, and yet rio one has been punh- 
ished. 


Shakes the Wage-Earner’s Rock. 

“Tf the evils stopped with the failures In 
themselves the consequences would not be 
so disastrous. Distrust and suspicion are 
being engendered, however, and the honor- 
able and well-conducted associations must 
suffer with the others. 

‘* Confidence in the building and loan so0- 
cteties has beer up to within a short time 
an abiding faith with the small wage-earner 
who would’ not trust his savings with the 
banks. Destroy this faith, and the small 
saver has no place to invest hi@money. A 
safety deposit box is the only thing remain- 
ing, and the result of this is that an enor- 
mous volume of money will be permanently 
withdrawn from circulation. This means 
continued hard times and general dissatis- 
faction. 

“Revived confidence in the stability of 
building and loan investments can easily be 
brought about by a hearty coUperation of. 
the secretaries of the associations. There 
must be a general and unselfish effort on the 
part of the secretaries to join in a plan by 
which fraud becomes next to impossible. 
Those societies which will not submit to the 
regulations, which will be absolutely just in 
thein character; must remain outside the 
federation and bear the odfum of it. 

To Hold the Directors, 

“The first thing which it is desired to 
achieve is to place the responsrbility of the 
safety of the association where it belongs— 
with the Board of Directers. These of- 
ficers have in many cases been notorious 
shirkers of their duties, and the entire man- 
agement of associations has fallen into the 
hends of the secretaries. Here has been 
the great evil. Temptation and the lack of 
vigilance on the part of supervising officers 
have caused many good men to go wrong. 
While it is true payment of salary is not al- 
lowed to any person, beside a Secretary, yet 
I am of the belief that enough money is de- 
voted to incidental expenses to permit mod- 
erate compensation to ent 
at least to make them take a fair interest 
in the affairs of the association.

IT ANTI-KAMNIA 


Detectives Arrest Four Men and Have 
Them Indicted on Charge of Mak- 
ing Spurious Drugs. 


The indictment and arrest of H. F. Flan- 
nery, Victor Dumont, R. C. McCabe, and 
H. A. Bourne, yesterday afternoon brought 
to light a clever proprietary medicine count- 
erfeit. The arrest was effected. by the 
Mooney & Boland detective agency. The 
charge is that these men have been counter- 
feiting two medicinal tablets manufactured 
by the Anti-Kamnia Chemical company of 
St. Louis, consisting of anti-kamnia and 
anti-kamnia and codine tablets. So per- 
fect was the work that it is almost im- 
possible even for an expert to distinguish 
the spurious from the genuine. When the 
arrests were made over 400,000 of the tab- 
lets were discovered at the headquarters of 
the gang, in Room 919 Champlain Building, 
where Flannery conducts a pharmacy. 

Another discovery included dies, plates, 
labels, and trade-marks of other well-known 
proprietary medicines. The gang is said 
to have been operating since Jan. 1. The 
work was done by an electric machine, 
P which turned out seventy-two of the tablets 
a minute. They were composed of French 
tale. The material was dumped into a 
spout in a powdered form and came out a 
thoroughly finished article. ° 

Investigation showed the goods were 
manufactured in the basement of No. 7 
Adams street, where McCabe is employed 
as engineer. When arrested yesterday he 
was engaged in making the goods. 

All of the gang were locked up. One of 
them is said to have confessed.

She 
is said to have a son, Robert Renka, living 
near Fourteenth and Wood streets. 

After the woman left Frenzel’s home in 
1892 she was seen in Melrose Park on several 
occasions before the murder,

Promises and Realities. 


I shall enforce the law with equality to 
all and partiality to none. That is an 
easy thing to say. It runs off the tonguc 
glibly. I know that perfectly well. Every 
candidate promises it.

Will Protect All Classes.

Talks to Empty Seats at a Harrison 
Meeting for German-Americans 
in Central Music Hall. 


John P. Altgeld spoke partly to patches of 
empty plush-covered séats last night at Cen- 
tral Music Hall.

London Times Correspondent Says It 
As Its Moral Duty to Stop the 
Awtul Horrors. 


New York, April 4.—C. EB. Akers, who has 
for two years been the London Times corre- 
spondent at Havana, has a four-column let- 
ter in the World in which he declares that 
the worst horrorg of Crete and Armenia are 
equaled by Spanish barbarities in Cuba, and 
that it is the moral duty of the United States 
to stop the war. Mr. Akers says:

The main details of the scheme of Mr. 
Burnham were as announced a week ago at 
the Commercial.club dinner, and described 
by Tue Trisunep, but interesting light on 
special features of the plan were brought 
forward.

DAMAGING TESTIMONY AGAINST DRAPER 


Authorities at Jacksonville, Ill., Find 


More Evidence in the Murder 
Mystery. 


Jacksonville, Tl., April 8.—[Special.}—The 
Coroner’s jury this afternoon resumed the 
investigation of the killing of Charles 
Hastings, who was found in the law office 
of Judge Kirby on the morning of April 1. 
It will be remembered that Alfred Morrison 
testified to having seen Charlies Draper go 
to his office at about 10 o'clock on the night 
of the 3lst with blood on his face and hands. 

This testimony was corroborated today by 
several others. Draper testified that he had 
cut his tinger and that it was from this 
source that the blood came. Draper also tes- 
tified that on the night of the murder heleft 
his office and went home at about 10:15, 
while a perfectly reliable witness, and one, 
too, who is well acquainted with Draper, 
testified today that he saw Draper coming 
from his office with an overcoat on his arm 
at 11:45.

Chief of Police Hurst testified that he 
had been to the Draper residence this after- 
noon and found a blood stain about three 
inches in length on a line with the door-knob 
on the casing of the front door. It did not

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HARRISON PUTS UP A STURDY FIGHT. 


Democratic Candidate Talks in All 
Parts of Chicago, and Greets 
Friends at His Headquarters. 


Mr. Harrison began to talk two days after 
the Democtats followed the Populists and 
nominated him for Mayor. He started with 
talks to the workers in the wards and then 
began mass-meetings, which have been kept 
up to the end of the campaign.

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JOHANNES BRAHMS § DEAD 


WELL-KNOWN MUSICAL COMPOSER 
EXPIRES AT VIENNA. 


Tl for a Leng wine, bet Able to Read 
Almost te the Last, and Kept in 
Ignorance of His Serious Condition 
—Sketch of His Career—Schumann 
Recognises His Genius and Prophe- 
sies His Success—His Early Strug- 
gles and Final Triumph. 


Vienna, April 3.—Johannes Brahms, the 
well-known musical composer, is dead. He 
had been ill for a long time. He suffered 
from jaundice last autumn and went to 
Carisbad, but the disease developed into 
cancer of the liver. Brahms was able to 
read almost to the last and was kept in 
ignorance of his serious condition. He was 
64 years old. 

Brahms was a native of Hamburg, where 
he was born May 7, 1833. The son of a 
musician, he was early destined for a mu- 
sical carreer and pursued his studies with 
brilliant success under Marxsen of Altona. 
It was the meeting with Schumann at Diis- 
seldorf in 1853 that proved the turning point. 
in his career. Impressed with the extraor- 
dinary powers of Brahms, the composer 
wrote an extended articlé about him in the 
Neue Zeitschrift fiir Musik, in which was 
foretold the greatness of his musica! future. 
A tour undertaken shortly afterward by 
Brahms in which he brought forward his 
first three Sonatas and Trio failed to verify 
by success the predictions of Schumann. 
After several years spent at Hamburg in re- 
rement and devoted to study, Brahme 

in emerged, bringing out a number of 
compositions in quick succession and justi- 
fying the reputation predicted. . 
In 1861 Brahms took up his residence ! 
Vienna, where he found réady sympathy. 
He officiated as conductor of the Sing-Acade- 
mie in that city in and 1864, and from 
1872 to 1876 as director of the Gesellschaft 
der Musikfr de concerts... With the ap- 
pearance of the German Requiem in 1868 
there was finally and firmly 6stablished the 
fame ef Brahms asacomposer. Brahms has 
enriched nearly every important branch of 
musical writing, and through his sympho- 
nies claims to one of the highest positions 
in the musical world. : 
He enjoyed enthusiastic appreciation of 
later years, in strong contrast to the earlier 
indifference and caustic criticism that greet- 
ed him so generously, but to which he proved 
himself oblivious more often than not. His 
life was one of utmost simplicity, and devot- 
ed to the service of art unselfishly, and with 
an ideality of purpose none toe common with 
the greatest of the century. Brahms never 
married. The death of his mother at a ripe 
age was a poignant grief to him. The death 
of Mme. Schumann, to whom he transferred 
the loyalty which he had atfways sustained 
for her husband, was also a deep trouble to 
him, and the first fatal evidences of his ill- 
ness dated from that time. 

The genius of Brahms was recognized by 
the German Emperor early tn 1887, when he 
appointed him Knight of the Order Pour le 


Mérite for Arts and Sciences. 


EX-COMMISSIONER ALBERT FINK DEAD 


Ten Years Ago the Chief Adviser of 
the Trunk Line Presidents— 
Father of Pools. 


New York, April 8.—Albert Fink, formerly 
Commissioner of the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion, died today at a private sanitarium 
near this city. His death was due to com- 
plications arising from diabetes. 
Mr. Fink was born at Lattterbach, Ger- 
many, 1827, and came to this country in his 
twenty-second year, settling in Baltimore, 
where he was employed in the engineering 
department of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road. He made rapid progress, being within 
three years appointed assistant engineer, 
and soon after being made consulting en- 
neer of the Norfolk and Western railroad. 
en he had completed eight years of serv- 
ice in Baltimore Mr. Fink removed to Louis- 
ville, and from that time on his career as a 
railroad man was one of uninterrupted ad- 
vancement.

The weather was bad for boating; the sky 
was overcast, the wind was gusty, somerain 
feli just before the start, and the atmos- 
phere was raw and cold. The betting was 
5 to 1 on Oxford. 

The usual crowds assembled at all points 
of vantage along the course. The rowing 
experts expected that Cambridge would 
kave the best of the start and that Oxford 
would lead from Hammersmith's Bridge to 
the finish,

It was expected that there would be an 
unusual amount of interest in today’s race 
throughout the United States, as it was the 
first time since the beginning of this series 
of contests in 1829 that an American has 
rowed in each boat. J. J. De Knopp of New 
College, Oxford, who is from Albany, N. Y., 
rowed bow for the Dark Blues, and B. WH. 
Howell of Trinity Hall, Cambridge, and 


New York City, was No. 4 in the boat of the. 


Light Blues, 

The start was fixed for 2:15 p. m., an hour 
and a quarter before high water. At 2 p. 
m. the wind had freshened and was piercing 
cold, promising to be at the back of the 
crews the whole way and making it possible 
that the record time might be beaten. H. 
Gold, the Oxford stroke, and W. J. Feindie, 
the Cambridge stroke, in interviews just be- 


fore the race said that their crews were in’ 


the most fit condition for the contest. 
Cambridge First to Embark. 


The Cambridge men were the first to em- 
bark, having won the toss, and chose the 
Middlesex side of the river. The start was 
made at 2:24 p. m. 

Willan effected an admirable start. Fei- 
nie, Cambridge, got off the mark sharper 
than Gold, Oxford, and at the Dukes’ Head, 
Cambridge, a minute after the start, had 
the nose of their boat in front. The light 
blues were pulling thirty-six to the minute, 
while Oxford was striking thirty-four, with 
the long, clear pull so characteristic of the 
1897 Oxford crew. It soon began to tell, and 
at Claspers Oxford was a quarter of a length 
ahead, was coming away, and was soon halt 
a length in the lead, which was never de- 
creased. 

At Waldens Oxford’s men were rowing well 
within their strength and pulling in the 
most admirable form. They passed the 
Crab Tree wharf three-quarters of a length 
to the good. Abreast of Harrod’s (the soap 
works), Feinle, Cambridge, who was well 
supported, spurted and succeeded in slightly” 
reducing the Dark Biues’ lead, though Ox- 
ford was rowing in the most perfect form, 
which cquld not be said of Cambridge. 


xford Loudly Cheered. 


Oxford shot Hammersmith bridge a length 
ahead amid uproarious cheers from the dark 
blue partisans-on both banks. There Cam- 
bridge began to feel the effect of the Oxford 
wash, and at the Lead Mills, the other side 
of Hammersmith bridge and one mile, six fur- 
longs, and fifty yards from the start, the 
race was practically over. Gold was com- 
ing right away and leaving the Cambridge 
boat as if it was standing still. 

At the Doves, one mile, seven furlongs, 
and sixty yards from the start, Oxford was 
rowing thirty-three and Cambridge was 
striking thirty-two, with the Dark Biues in- 
creasing their lead to three lengths at 
Barnes bridge, where Oxford was still in 
perfect form, and it was very obvious that 
Cambridge had enough of it. Some of the 
Light Blues were palpably distressed, 

At Barnes bridge Feinie called for a final 
effort, and for a time the Cambridge crew 
gained on their Oxford rivals. The latter, 
however, without unduly spurting, passed 
the judges’ boat easy winners by a bare two 
lengths, and in the second best time, nine- 
teen minutes, twelve seconds, in which the 
race has been rowed over this course. 


Best Time in 1803. 


The best time made was in 1893, when Ox- 
ford won by one. length and four feet in 18 
minutes 47 seconds. This year’s Dark Blue 
crew won by less than a third of a length 
last year in 20 minutes 4 seconds. 

Cambridge, finished eleven seconds behind 
Oxford. The time of the Dark Blues at the 
Crab Tree was 3 minutes 55 seconds; at Ham- 
meérsmith bridge, 7 minutes 20 seconds: at 
Chiswick Church, 11 minutes 3 seconds; and 
at Barnes bridge, 16 minutes. 

The water was smooth at Putney and the 
wind was due east.

Today, though 
within forty-eight hours of the appointed 
time, there are no visible signs of prepara- 
tion for this portentous blockade. 
Ships Needed to Blockade. 

One tolerably important element in an 
efficient blockade is ships, and of these no- 
‘body but England has enough at hand to 
incommode traffic on any section of the Greek 
coast. The sufficient number of sixty British 
men-of-war, now lurking about in Levantine 
waters could undoubtedly be utilized for the 
purpose if Lord Salisbury gave the word. 
But, as it happens, Salisbury has gone to 
an exceptionally retired part of the Riviera, 
and it is understood that his telephone is 
out of oMier. This is unfortunate, of course, 
because ft will make the concert look foolish

No other small nation has such an immense 
proportion of ite males under anms. This is 
the reason why the King of Greece so frankly 
confesses himself powerless in the present 
crisis. His army is so disproportionately big 
that it is absolutely master of the s!tuation. 
He could not recall it against its will if he 
tried, Still less could his son, the Duke of 
Sparta, who hae always looked too much like 
the Russian side of the house to please the 
people, and who pow produces a distinctly 
jarring inypression by his chilly show of cir- 
cumsepection. He is thought to be a good 
soldief, however, once started, and it is diffi- 
cult to believe that he will attempt to post- 
pone starting when his army thrills with the 
irresistible forward impulse Tuesday’s anni- 
versary is expected to bring. 

We know next to nothing of the Turkish 
army opposite, chiefly because its German 
commanders have tabooed war 
ems. Our news from the front is kimost 
wholly a reflection of the spirit of the Greek 
camps, and it is undoubtedly hot for imme- 
@iate war. 

To Sweep Turks Befor@ Them. 

This fact that the Greek army is also the 
Greek nation assembled, not only to fight, 
but to decide all other questions of the hour, 
is at once the most attractive and the most 
dubious feature of the situation. You have 
the solidarity of a disciplined body plus the 
enthusiasm of a political mass-meeting. Be- 
sides the many thousands of regular sol- 
Giers there are unnumbered masses of armed 
peasants, who come and go in the camps, 
creating an impression of invincibility on 
the excitable beholders. “So far as we can 
estimate they notably outnumber the Turks 
posted on the other side of the frontier. 
Their solitary idea is to make a grand rush 
in overwhelming force and sweep the Turks 
before them through Janina and Mace- 
donia alike, and put every mother’s son of 
them to the sword. They argue that not 
only are they superior in numbers and élan, 
and quite equal in courage, but in Macedonia 
at least they will be supported by the entire 
population to boot. The whole peasantry 
will rise to help them chase the hated Turks 
either to the coast, where the Greek ships 
wait to complete their destruction, or to the 
morthern boundary, where he Bulgarians 
and Servians will fall upon their flank. This 
is a very inspiring picture, but it has its 
doubtful points. 

Turks Hold Fortifications. 

All the fortified positions along the 
frontier are on the Turkish side. Spring is 
very early, and even the snow mantle of 
huge Olympus is beginning to look ragged. 
A fortnight hence the roads will be practi- 


' 


cable for military movements, but these 


roads are extremely narrow and difficult, 
and the Greeks, as invaders, will have to 
face at least an even chance that their first 
assault will be turned into a crushing de- 
feat. Suppose this should happen, and the 
Turks follow it up by a swift and powerful 
advance. The lay of the land is all in favor 
of such a descent gaining impetus as it goes. 
The Greeks have no fortified lines at all, 
and very little artillery. Trained experts 
say that if the Turks once burst into Thes- 
saly, flushed with success, nothing can stop 
them this side of Thermopyle, if, indeed, 
It is all an open 

and miéstly Iidefensivle country, whére 
guerrilla fighting or any.amount of individ- 
ual heroism counts for nothing. 

It is admitted that the Greek navy on the 
other hand could not only ravage the Turk- 
ish coast indefinitely, and probably cut the 
Turkish line of communications at Salonica, 
but could liberate all the Hellenic islands of 
the Archipelago, with a population of 400,- 
000, so that they will never be Turkish 
again. Whatever else happens there is, 


however, a general suspicion that the pow-”* 


ers will intervene to prevent the Greek fleet 
from such action. 

Monstrous as such intervention would be, 
and also become, there is a legitimate sus- 
picion that the powers have been led to 
postpone decigive measures about the Greek 
blockade in order to give the Turks time 
to bring up their reserves to the frontier 
s0 as to be able to thrash the Greeks at 
once when fighting comes. 

Danger in Balkan States. 

Of course in these conditions an immense 
deal hangs on the question whether the Turks 
are going to be compelled to also defend 
come 500 miles of their northern frontier 
against Bulgaria, Servia, and Montenegro. 
They have been sending troops up there, but 
of these we have no information whatever. 
Neither their distribution nor their strength 
has been reported. It certainly does not 
look as if the Sultan counts upon attacks 
in this quarter, else his preparations would 
have been more conspicuous. On the other 
land we get circumstantial assertions that 
Bulgaria and Servia will both precipitate 
themselves on the Turks the moment the 
Greek fire lights up the sky. If they do the 
Greek task is enormously simplified, and it 
is only too evident that this is what the 
Greeks are expecting. But, as I have taken 
occasion more than once to point out, not 
only is treachery ingrained in all these 
Balkan folk, but the bigger powers them- 
selves have been setting such an example of 
underground treason to one another during 
this last period of armed peace that no reve- 
lation of betrayal need surprise the world 
now. As for Montenegro, which began the 
Russo-Turkish war twenty-odd years ago, 
it is now, as then, wholly in the Czar’s pock- 
et. It-will only do what the Czar bids it, and 
there are so many confusing tales and sus- 
picions as to where the Gzar is really going 
to turn up at last, that Prince Nicholas has 
apparently gone to Paris to get reassurance 
from Hanotaux. 

Transvaal Situation Hopeful. 

There 1s more hope just at this moment 
than there has been before for months that 
a collision with Transvaal may be avoided. 
This may, however, prove to be merely a 
passing mood of popular optimism, to be suc- 
ceeded again by gloomy G@epression. What 
has happened is that the gentlemen at 
the cape who are busy working up the anti- 
Boer’ sentiment have rather overdone it. 
Even “the Man in the Street ’’’ knows that 
dispatches from South Africa cost several 
doliars a word, and when whole columns of 
truculent speeches by persons nobody ever 
heard of before, and who hold no position, are 
cabled here apparently with no object but 
to foment trouble, he seon,asks himself 
who’s paying these great expenses, and for 
what. From this to a resentment at“an at- 


tempt to hoodwink him is only a short step. 


Just now the Englishmen one meets are all 
saying that this deliberate attempt to pro- 
voke the Burghers on one side and to in- 
flame British passion on the other, so as to 
force a war between the two, is the most 
monstrous thing they have ever heard of.

Panama Scandal. 

France, also, like England, has its un- 
pleasant minor distraction to worry over at 
a time when it ought to be free to think 
alone of the great European crisis. It would 
require the space of this whole dispatch to 
describe intelligibly this latest revival of the 
Panama terror. The number of possible vic- 
tims is so large and so constantly multiplied 
by innuendo and vicious slander that every- 
body is in a state of fright. It would appear 
as if the ministry intends limiting its actual 
proceedings to less than a dozen politicians, 
and these, of course, are all among its ene- 
mies. Interest turns on the question wheth- 
er the government can succeed in hitting 
only those it wants to hit and safely screen- 
ing its own criminals. Unhappily, the 
French public géts from this maneuvering 
the solitary impression that both sides are 
scoundrels.

The leaders, for their part, are 
most anxious to meet a vote of censure, b3- 
cause they are sure of*defeating it by their 
own undivided strength, together with tho 
support of half a dozen Liberals who agree 
with Lord Rosebery in his unqualified ap- 
proval of Lord Salisbury’s action. 

This approval by a big majority will not 
only rehabilitate the Ministers in the eyes 
of the courtry for past proceedings, but 


will strengthen their hands in pursuing their

Will Cause Estrangements. 

Even should the Cretan trouble not re- 
sult in war it will very probably cause last- 
ing estrangements between members of the 
principal European royal families. 

It is currently reported now in political 
and diplomatic circles here that in the last 
fortnight Queen Victoria has been especially 
active in behalf of Greece, being influenced 
n that direction by the Empress Frederick, 
who in turn is interested for the Greek royal 
family on account of her daughter, the 
Duchess of Sparta. 

The German Emperor deeply resents the 
interference of his English mother, and it is 
said that he has had very angry correspond- 
ence with her and his sister, the wife of 
the Crown Prince of Greece, who has warm- 
ly upbraided him for his antagonism to the 
cause with which her husband’s family is 
identified. 

Then, on the other side, the Princess of 
Wales and the King and Queen of Denmark, 
King George’s sister and parents—have been 
energetically interceding with the Czar in 
The interest of the King of Greece. But it 
is declared that the Czar, while personally 
desirous of aiding Greece, and especially 
Prince George, who saved his life in Japan, 
finds it impossible to resist the fixed policy 
of his advisers except at the risk of a crisis, 
which he hesitates to provoke. 

Angry with the Czar. 

The Czar'’s royal relatives, therefore, are 
a3 angry with him for his supine acquiesence 
in a Turkophile policy, toward not only his 
own blood relations, but against a people 
professing the religion of which he claims 
to be the head, as they are with the German 
Emperor for his active antagonism, 


Concession to the Czar. 

When the present Czar’s father died he 
left bonds valued at £170,000 ($850,000) de- 
posited in the Bank of England, which in the 
ordinary course should have paid about §$50,- 
000 death duty to the British treasury, but 
the Russian Minister applied officially to 
Lord Rosebery, then the Foreign Secretary, 
for exemption from duty. Sir William Har- 
court, as Chancellor of the Exchequer, as- 
sented after the matter had been discussed 
by the Cabinet, although he personally was 
averse to making this exception. 

The Cabinet really was induced to take 
that course by Lord Rosebery on the rep- 
resentation that a refusal might jeopardize 
the initiation of better relations between 
the two nations. Though this arrangement 
was effected two years ago, it was only dis- 
covered accidentally this week by Mr. Gib- 
son Bowles, in the discharge of his duty 
as a member of the Public Accounts com- 
mittee at the House of Commons. 

Further investigation establishes the fact 
that the exemption made for the Russian 
Emperor is a new precedent, for when on 
the death of the last King of Portugal his 
government applied for a similar conces- 
sion on his English personality it was re- 
fused. The Czar’s case will be discussed 
in Parliament on motion of Mr. Labouchere, 
whose hostility to the exemption is not mod- 
ified by the circumstance that it was made at 
the instigation of his bete noire, Lord Rose-

POWERS UNABLE TO ACT TOGETHER. 


Mutual Suspicion and Distrust Prevent 
Unity of Action Regarding the 
Cretan Affair. 


London, April 3.—It is just a month since 
the so-called concert of the powers threat- 
ened the blockade of Crete, which has 
proved quite ineffectual, being continually, 
evaded, and today the anarchy in Crete and 
the confusion in European councils are 
worse than before. The replies of the 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Foreign 
Office, Mr. Curzon, to inquiries on the sub- 
ject show it to be by no means certain ays 
all the powers have actually agreed 
blockade the Greek ports. 

The latest news indicates that France and’ 
Italy are still adverse to this course. The 
fact is that the powers’ distrust of each 
other reduces them to impotence. None 
of them wants a general war, nobody being 
able to foresee what its eventual result 
would be. It is believed that Russia ani 
Germany, and perhaps Austria, want a 
localized war, hoping that Turkey, being 
victorious, will lay Greece at the mercy of 
European dictation. In the meantime the 
two combatants, as well as the powers, 
hesitate to incur the odium of commencing 
the conflict. Germany's attitude in setting 
on the other powers while herself abstain- 
ing from any active share in the struggle 
is universally condemned as being a disgrace- 
ful diplomatic betrayal. 

Russia is evidently playing her own game, 
and while willing to send to Crete whatever 
troops the other powers suggest hopes that 
the blockade of Greece will incite the Greeks 
to hostile acts on the frontier, something 
that seems to be éxtremely p le, as the 
King of Greece stoutly maintains his orig- 
inal determination, and the Premier, AM. 
Delyannis, declares that nothing will 'pre- 
vent war if the powers persist in refusing 
their consent to the union of Crete and 
Greece. Russia is confident that Greece 
will lose the first battle, and that Bulgaria 
and Servia will not move except at Russia’s 
orders.

The whole trend recent events and the 
latest advices from diplomatic capitals point 
to a declaration of war by Greece against 
Turkey as soon as the Pirsus is blockaded 
by the’ powers. Yet there are no signs of 
panic or excitement‘on any European bourse. 
If financiers are not alarmed it is because 
‘they are convinced that no general Buropean 
war is probable, but only a small localized 
campaign, which cannot lead to important 
results, If the shrewd European capitalists 
who control the action of continental gov- 
ernments and presses were not assured that 
Russia and Austria would strike a bargain 
to square each other rather than fight over 
the Turkish Empire, and that no other Eu- 
ropean power would fight for or against the 
Turks, there would be a depression in every 
stock market; for, unless all signs fall, tlie 
Greeks and Turks will soon be fighting and 
the blockade of the Greek coast will be quick- 
ly ended once it is begun. 

Fantastic Action of Europe. 

The action of Europeis already sufficiently 
fantastic in forcing autonomy upon a people 
who do not want it, and in shelling insur- 
gents when they drive Bashi-Bazouks into 
forts under the guns of the fleet. It would 
be a broad burlesque on al! principles of in- 
ternational law if the blockade were not im- 
mediately suspended after the declaration of 
hostilities, for otherwise the six powers, 
while professing to be neutrals, would be 
guilty of overt acts of war upon one of the 
antagonists.

10 KEEP GERMANS AWAY 


KAISER WILL DIVERT ‘MIGRATION 
_FROM UNITED 6TATES, 


Policy Adopted to Found Large Col- 
onies in South and Central America, 
Where Autonomy May Be Retained 
—Admiral Tirpits to Succeed Von 
Hollmann as Secretary of the Navy— 
Prince Bismarck Celebrates His 
Birthday—Trying te Rush Exports. 


Berlin, April 8.—({Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.J—As laid bare by the emi- 


} gration bill which the government has sub- 


mitted to the Reichstag, it will hereafter be 
the settled policy of the government to direct 
the stream of German emigration elsewhere 
than to the United States. During the re- 
cent Cabinet session five out of six members 
present declared themselves in accord with 
the aims of the Pangerman Association and 
the Colonial party—namely: to found in the 
future, so far as circumstancés permit, large 
German colonies of an agricultural and ih- 
dustrial character in South and Central 
American countries, where the autonomous 
and uniform makeup of such colonies will 
no be politically interfered with. The gov- 
ernment will encourage and prosper as much 
as possible by money grants and political in- 
tervention wherever required those com- 
panies alming at settling such colonies. 

The first company was organized on 
Wednesday at Hamburg. with the title of 
Hanseatic Colonization Society. Its capi- 
tal is 1,500,000 marks. This company be- 
comes the heir of the assets and privileges 
of the Hamburg Colonial Society of 1594, 
including a territory of about 1,700,000 acres 
of fertile land in the Brazilian State of Santa 
Catarina. The company’s grant includes a 
railway from San Francisco Bay to the Ger- 
man colonies of Blumenau and Joinsville, 
the Brazilian Government guaranteeing 5 
per cont of the capital required to construct 
the railroad. 

Tirpits to Succeed Von Holimann. 

The. Reichstag next fall will be asked for 
appropriations for the purpasee of aiding the 
schemes of Admiral Tirpitz, who replaces 
Admiral von Hollmann, the Secretary of the 
Navy, during the latter’s absence on sick 
leave. Admiral Tirpitz is the reputed author 
of the gigantic naval! plarrs, ard- it is prac- 
tically certain that he will succeed Von Holl- 
mann, who will be retired at the close of his 
leave of absence. This shows that the Em- 
pevor is determined not to abandon his naval 
scheme. The Radical papers, however, al- 
ready declare that the Reichstag will not 
grant to Admiral Tirpitz what it refused to 
Admiral von Hollmann. His Majesty will 
now wait until next session, trusting that in 
the meanwhile public opinion will grow more 
favorable to his ideas. His Majesty dined 
this evening with Admiral von Homann. 


Indignant at Von Stumm. 

The Emperor was very indignant at Baron 
von Stumm’s clumsy attempts to intimidate 
the Reichstag by the use of the imperial 
name and utterances, and the rather pleas- 
ant and intimate relations which have hith- 
erto existed between Baron von Stumm and 
his Majesty are ended. 

Pardons for Undeserving Convicts. 


The trial of a man named Pfahl, in 
Hildeshein, has caused a sensation in Ger- 
many, as it has incidentally shown the in- 
sidious forces working in the Ministries at 
Berlin, especially in the Department of Jus- 
tice, whereby pardons are obtained for 
wholly undeserving convicts, Pfahl being 
one of the most successful go-betweens. 
The matter formed the subject of an in- 
terpellation in the Diet on Tuesday, but the 
Ministry of Justice made only evasive re- 
plies. The opposition press demands that 
the inside facts be brought to light. 


Can Wear the Monogram, 


Emperor William, onthe anniversary of the 
birth of his grandfather, assembled in the 
room in which the latter died the aides-de- 
camp of the old Emperor and conferred on 
them the right to wear his grandfather’s 
monogram on their shoulder straps, declar- 
ing that he himself and the heir to the throne 
would in future wear the monogram in mem- 
ory of the glorious reign.

Prince Bismarck’s birthday, April 1, was 
generally greeted with congratulations and 
eulogistic articles.

SCHULTZ QUICKLY IDENTIFIES CRONIN 


Messenger Asserts Positively the Pris- 
oner Is One of the Men Who 
Robbed Him of $3,500. 


Daniel Cronin, arrested on suspicion of 
being the unknown man who helped Edward 
Wilson assault and rob Chris Schultz, mes- 
senger for Kuh, Nathan & Fischer, of $3,500 
of the firm’s money on Friday, was positively 
identified by Schultz at the latter’s home 
yesterday morning. 

Edward Grant, arrested at the same time 
as Cronin, is held at the Central Sta- 
tion in the belief that he also was concerned 
in the robbery. No trace of Wilson has been 
found, and the police thus far have been 
unable to find where Cronin’s supposed 
share of the money is hidden. 

Both Cronin and Grant were kept in the 
sweat-box for an hour yesterday morning 
after Schultz’s identification of the former, 
but neither could be made to confess any 
connection with the robbery. 

Schultz was too ill to be taken to the Cen- 
tral Station yesterday morning, and officers 
took the two prisoners to his home, No, 711 
Fletcher street, against the protest of his 
physician, Schultz was in bed when the 
prisoners, guarded by four detectives, 
reached the house. The prisoners came into 
the room handcuffed together. 

“There is the fellow who jumped in the 
wagon and jerked me off the seat,” he said, 
pointing to Cronin. Schultz was sure of his 
identification. While Schultz scrutinized 
their faces Cronin looked stolidly at him, 
Both prisoners in reply to questions of the 
officers mumbled unintelligible answers. 

As soon as the prisoners reached the City 
Hall Capt. Elliott gave them a sweat-box 
cross-examination. Both stuck to the pre- 
vious stories of their whereabouts,. Cronin 
acknowledged he had once been arrested on 
a charge of grand larceny and had been 


freed by the disagreement of. the jury. 


The police are not certain a third man took 
part in the robbery. Schultz saw only Wil- 
son and Cronin, though he believes he heard 
the voice of a third man, who might have 
climbed into the wagon after he lost con- 
sciousness. He is not yet recovered suffi- 
clently to talk coherently. 

Inspector Fitzpatrick has had descriptions 
and a likeness of Wilson printed and sent to 
to all the police and Sheriffs’ offices in the 
vicinity of Chicago. It is believed by police 
officials that Wilson is in hiding somewhere 
in the city.

Political Equality League Hears Pet 
Topics Discussed—Progress of 
5 the Gentler Sex. 


With papers and speeches the Political 
Equality League closed its year of study in 
an all-day meeting yesterday. afternoon in 
the Woman’s club rooms, No. 15 Washing- 
ton street. More than 200 women were 
present. ) 

The speakers during the morning session 
were Mrs. Florence Kelley, Mrs. Harrict 
H. Rand, Miss Mary L. Colbert, and the Rev. 
J. A. Rondthaler. 

Mrs. Kelley spoke of the everyday life of 
women and children who work in factories, 
and of the child labor bill which she has 
caused to be introduced into the Legislature. 

Mrs. Rand’s subject was “‘ The Protective 
Agency for Women and Children.” 

Miss Colbert discussed the law providing 
that only electors may be notaries, and the 
Rev. Mr. Rondthaler gave an address on 
“ Equal Suffrage,”’ in which he said he had 
been taught by his parents to believe. 

Luncheon was served, and the talk of suf- 
frage went on informally over the teacups. 

Mrs. Julia Mills Dunn of Moline, President 
of .the State Suffrage Association, at the 
os of the afternoon meeting gave vut 

e line of campaign in Illinois. 

County organizations, she sald, were being 
formed to take the place of the district 
bodies, so that more powerful influence might 
be brought to bear upon State representa- 
tives in favor of the suffrage bill.

Matters which come up at the meeting 
of the President's Cabinet are supposed to 
be secret, AS a matter.of fact it is often 


the case that the deliberations of the Cabi-. 


net are made known. There have been no 
leaks so far in the present Cabinet, and if 
there should be.any in future they will not 
be through Secretary Gage. He is free in 
discussing other matters, but when it comes 
to questions which have been discussed 
around the Cabinet board Secretary Gage is 
discreetly silent. 

As to the impression made by Secretary 
Gage in Washington, it is of the most pleas- 
ant character. He has been considerate of 
the rights of all the people with whom he 
has come in contact and he has been ready 
to listen to whatever any caller might have 
to say. Socially he is already a favorite, and 
if he will only consent to it he can put ina 
good many evenings during the next four 
years in attending banquets and making 
after dinner speeches.

Duties of the Private Secretary. 


Frank A. Vanderlip of Chicago is the pri- 
vate secretary to Secretary Gage, and, con- 
trary to former precedents, he occupies the 
same desk as the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Perhaps the most important duty of the pri- 
vate secretary is to receive the applicants 
for office or those who come to speak a go 
word for a man who is looking for some po- 
sition. Nine out of ten: visitors to the Sec- 
rétary’s office may be included in this list. 
They are of all grades and classes of people 
from Senators down. 

The mails and files division is respon- 
sibie for the speedy transaction of the busi- 
ness of the department. All letters.that are 
teceived which are not strictly persona! or 
which do not receive the attention of the 
Secretary in person or the private secretary 
are handled by this division. As letters are 
opened they are thrown intoa basket, which 
is emptied every few minutes, and taken to 
the division of mails and files. There they 
are indexed and briefed and forwarded to the 
division or department where they will be 
attended to. An absolute check is kept 
upon each letter as it comes in. Any person 
who writes to the department on business 
and fails to receive an answer in due time 
and who writes again on the same subject is

The bureaus in the Treasury Department 
are so numerous that it is doubtful if any 
Secretary of the Treasury could name them 
without having a list to consult. The work 
of the Teeneeny Sepertnent is all classified 
under the various heads and each depart- 
ment works independently of the others, 
and the heads of the bureau report to one 
of the assistants to the Secretary. The 
Bookkeeping and Warrants Department 
means what it# title implies. In this depart- 
ment record {is kept of all warrants drawn 
upon the Treasury Department. The Di- 
vision of Public Moneys designates the 
banks which are to act as United States 
depositories. This department looks after 
the remittances of these banks, and if there 
is too much delay it gets after the banks 
with a sharp stick. The Divis{on of Customs 
has a general supervision of the entire Cus- 
tom Howse service of the United States, 
with all its ports of entry, its collectors, 
surveyors, and appraisers. It is one of the 
most important of all the divisions in the 
department.

Private Citizens Are All on a Par. 


Aside from the order of official precedence 
which obtains but little for the reason that 
there are few visits from officials as cofn- 
pared with the great number of private cit- 
izens, private citizens are admitted in the 
order of their arrival. The private secretary 
hears the stories of the visitors and if it is 
on a matter which he can attend to this is 
done and the Secretary has one less person to 
see.

At 2 o'clock in. the afternoon the Treas- 
ury Department is closed to visitors.

However, it is possible for a personal friend 
of Secretary Gage to get in after 2 o'clock 
by sending up his card. While the doors 
are closed at 2 o’clock this does not indicate 
the work of the Secretary is ended. He 
never leaves his office before 4 o'clock, and it 
is more often 5 before the messenger at- 
tached to the Secretary’s office helps him into 
his coat, hands him his hat and stick, and 
holds open the door of his office for k'm to 
leave.

FINDS A BALL OF TORPID RATTLERS 


. > 
Henry Moseley of Thomaston, Conn., 
Captures One Hundred and For- 
ty-seven Snakes at Once. 


Bantam Falls, Conn., Maroh 27.—Henry 
Moseley, who is at present a resident of Wol- 
cott, captured more then a bushel and a half 
of .semi-torpid rattlesnakes at the foot of 
Rattlesnake Hil, below Thomaston, a few 
days ago. The haul was an unusually large 
one even for that famous snake country. 

Moseley is an elderly man and an odd 
genius who divides his time between wood 
chopping, smake hunting, banjo picking, 
story telling, and dodging the tax gatherer. 
He lives in a little shanty which is so fixed 
on small wheels that it cam be moved easily, 
the fruit of this experience being that it is 
easier to move than pay taxes. Moseley is 
a native of Massachusetts. Wherever he 
goes he takes his banjo with him, and his 
conversation is commonly punctuated by 
occasional plunks on the strings. 

“I am not much of a hand at spinning a 
snake yarn,” said Moseley mdédestily, “ but 
there were some things about this last catch 
of mine on Rattlesnake Hill that were un- 
usually interesting to me end prove to my 
mind that the nattler has a memory ae good 
as yours or mine. They come baek to the 
Hill because it is their birthplace and to 
spend the winter in a secure refuge.”’

“ Ever since I first came into these parts 
20 many rattlers have been taken about 
Rattlesnake Hill that I have known there 
must be a hibernating and encestral den on 
it somewhere for the reptiles.

I poked 
up the soil with a atick and found that it was 
full of the remains of former rattlers. There 
was not a snake in the place, all having 
joined in the formation of the ball that / 
started to tell about. 

“ As gooni'as the snakes saw me they 
seemed togive a signal, for the ball tightened 
up all at once and started to roll right for 
the fissure in the ledge.” Piynkety—plunk- 
ety—plink. 

“ As for me, I diin’t know what to do, I 
was so excited. There was $50 or $75 worth 
of snakes there, all balled up for me, and I 
didn’t have a thing with me to kill them. 
You see I never expected to have so much to 
do in the way of enake hunting so early in 
the season, and all I could lay my hands on 
was a piece of wide board, which was lying 
there. All the time those snakes were a-get- 
ting up more headway and a-rolling faster 
and faster, right for the entrance to the den. 
In amother moment down they would fall into 
the cavern, and like as not I should lose 
three-quarters of them."”" Plunk. 

*TI acted on the impulsé of the moment. 
Said I to myself: ‘I'll try my best, and 
we'll see what I can do with this board.’ 
At that I ran ae fast as 1 could ahead of the 
snake ball and ma to throw my board 
down and cover up the entramce to the cave 
ust before the ball reached the spot. The 

ig ball struck the board with such an im- 
petus that it bounded cleaf over the fissure 
and the next instant was on ite way down 
the hill and across the top of the ledge. Be- 
fore the snakes could untangle themselves 
the ball was bouncing down, the footpath 
on the east side of Rattlesnake Hill. It soon 
whizzed so fast that the snakes had to tight- 
en their grip for safety.”” Blink—plunk. 

“I stood watching the bell as it went 
down the path. It wasa big, whirling, brown 
mass. All went well with it until it reached 
a sharp turn in the path, where it flew off 
the track and shot over the brow of the oliff, 
which is about fifty feet high. The ball fell 
into a mud bank below, and the thud seemed 
to stun the snakes, for when I finally got to 
them they had not moved, so I had no rea- 
son to feel afraid of them, I hada good deal 
of trouble in uatying them and straighten- 
ing them out so that I could cut the throats 
of the lot.”

COILED ITSELF ROUND THE HAWK. 


Blacksmake Gets a Firm Grip oem & 
Bird That Tried te Carry 
It OR. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y., March 22.—Dr. W. 
H. Hodgman of this town, who is hunting 
near, Thomasville, Ga., has written to a 
frierm? here the following account of a fight 
between a hawk anda biacksnake: 

** While lying under the tree in a ha!f sleepy 
eondition I heard something strike the 
ground tehind me I was too indolent to in- 
vestigate, and, believing it to be but a dead 
oak branch, forgot the circumstance. s 

* After luncheom Harry, with a healthy 
bey’s curiosity, skirmished about under the 
Grooping branches to find something of in- 
terest. An exclamation from him attracted 
our attention to a large hawk lying upon its 
back on the & A for breath, 
and was apparentty in great pain and ready 
to expire. As no shots except our own had 
been fired in the vicinity we were puzzled to 
abcount for the bird’s condition. 

‘On spreading its wings for examination, 
howeverg we discovered that a blacksnake 
had coiled several times about the hawk’s 
body and neck. The snake’s lower jaw was 
imbedded in the body of the bird, his pnouth 
was widely distended, and his little black 
eyes glistened like beads. Prying the snake's 
jaw out of the hawk’s neck, we unwound him 


- from the bird and dispatched him with the 


heel of a boot. The hawk had momentary 
isberty and then was brought to earth by a 
shot. . 

** On the body of the snake were the marks 
of the hawk’'s talons. The hawk in seizing 
the enake had obtained such a hold as to al- 
low the latter to coil about the body of the 
captor while both were in midair, the hawk 
soaring away with its prey. This was 
shown from the fact that the bird's wings 
were not included tn the snake’s embrace. 
Gradually the coil of the snake grew tighter 
and tighter, weakening the hawk, which 
alighted upon the tree over our heads and 
finally fell to earth. This was the noise we 
had heard, and which I had

and coins of the United States. It ie run like 
a police department, and there ts a rogues’ 
gallery, which contains pictures of people 
who have been arrested for issuing spurious 
money. The secret sefvice ts also called 
upon to ald in arresting smugglers or in 
detecting any ractions of the law as 
it relates to the Treasury D rtment. Ii- 
licit stills are watched by the Secret Service 
Division, and a who fails to report 
the amount of spirits whieh comes from his 
distille is likely te find that a secret 
service man has discovered his attempt at 
defrauding. the ernment out of the rev- 
enues to which it Is entitled.

or coin has ever been issued, and it 
gets from time to time outfits which have 
been used by counterfeiters, but these are 
destroyed under the direction of a commit- 
tee appointed by the Secretary. 

The Life-Gaving rvice of the United 
States is under the control of the Secretary 
of the Tréasury.

Story of Mr. Eckels’ Appointment. 


The Controller of the Treasury is a depart- 
ment all by himself. He is a lawyer and his 
daties are to interpret the law particularly 
as regards the disbursement of public 
moneys. The importance of the position is 
evident from the fact that a mistake as to 
the law might saddle upon the Secretary a 
big claim for money wrongfully paid out. 
There is a good story about this position in 
Washington which is said to betrue. After 
Grover Cleveland had been inaugurated the 
second time, pmoue the plicants for office 
was James H. tels of Ottawa, Ill. Mr. 
Eckels wanted to be United States District- 
Attorney, but Mr. Cleveland concluded to 
make him Controller of the Treasury {n- 
stead, which ts a better position than that 
of District-Attormey: It is said the Presi 
dent had fully determined to give him this 
place and that his‘appointment was ordered. 
Through some mistake the appointment was 
made out as Controller of the Ourrency. Mr. 
Eckels was in the gallery of the Senate when 
his appointment as Controller of the Cur- 
rency came up for confirmation. He almost 
fell in a fit when he heard his name read and 
the office to which he had been named. 

The appointment was promptly confirmed, 
and it is said the President came near hav- 
ing another fit when he discovered the mis- 
take. Mr. Bckels had never read the na- 
tional bank act, and it is said he had never 
drawn a check in his life on a bank. He 
knew absolutely nothing about banking, but 
he started in to learn. Before he had been 
in office three months the panic of 1893 
caused the suspension of nearly 200 nationa!) 
banks. Mr. Eckels succeeded, however, in 
making a record for himself during that 
three months and during the three years 
and a half that have followed that has ziven 
him a reputation as a great financier. 


Milliens of Money in the Vaults. ’ 


The Treasurer of the United States is under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The Treasurer's autograph is engraved 
on every bill that is issued by the govern- 
ment, and he had in his possession at the 
time the last report was made §$767,179,216. 
He had 5,000 tons of gold and silver, and 
every bill, Treasury note, eilver or gold cer- 
tificate that is issued by the government 
goes out under his supervision. This is the 
show part of the Treasury Department. It 
is where the brides and grooms go as soon 
as they have visited the White House, and 
the bride is handed a package containing 
$1,000,000 in currency, and in another part 
of the building a package which contains 
more than $4,000,000 in bonds. This is a 
part of every bridal tour that includes Wash- 
ington in its itinerary. Then the Treasury 
gets the autograph of the bride and groom. 
D. N. Morgan is Treasurer of the United 
States at present. .Mr. Morgan has a mania 
for autographs, and every prominent per- 
son who has been in Washington for three 
consecutive hours since Mr. Morgan be- 
came Treasurer has written his autograph 
in Mr. Morgan's birthday book, in Mr. Mor- 
gan’s son’s birthday book, and in another 
book or two which Mr. Morgan keeps on his 
desk. He has one of the finest collections of 
autographs in the United States, and his 
own autograph, on Treasury notes and silver 
certificates, is highly: prized... 


Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 


Of all the bureaus under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury the Bareau of 
Engraving and Printing is one of the largest 
and also one of the most important. This 
department engraves the plates for all bills 
issued by the government and for all postage 
stamps and internal revenue stamps which 
are issted. The importance of this bureau 
lies in the safeguards which are made to 
surround all government bills and’stamps. 
The work of the bureau is so systematized 
that it would seem like am-abselute impos- 
sibility to perpetrate fraud upon the govern- 
ment. Notwithstanding this system, how- 
ever, there is occasionally an efforc;made to 
work a fraud. All plates from which bills 
are printed, as well as those used in the 
printing of stamps, are kept under perfect 
check, and every press used has registering 
machines to prevent employés from printing 
bills or stamps for their own use. After bills 
are printed at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, and have been subjected to counts 
and restrictions which would apparently 
make fraud ossible, they must still go to 
the Treasury Department, where they are 
finished by the printing of the red seal which. 
makes them legal, and from where they go 
out to be circulated as money. 

The Controller of the Currency ts under the 
general direction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, though he makes a report direct 
to Congress. The Controller of the Currency 
has the general supervision of all national 
banks in the United States. The bank ex- 
aminers work under his direction, and when 
a national bank becomes insolvent an exam- 
iner takes possession in the name of the Con- 
troller until suoh tite as the Controller ap- 
points a permanent receiver. His position is 
one which affects directly the welfare of the 
business interests of the country. An in- 
competent or a vicious Controller of the Cur- 
rency could have every national bank in the. 
United States in hot Water and keep it so as 
long as he retained in charge. 


Samples of Civil Service Workirges. 


The Supervising Architect and his entire 
force of architects, draftsmen, and other xn- 
ployés are under civil service rules. Plans 
for all government buildings are prepared 
under the direction of the Supervising Archi- 
tect, and he has charge of the erection of all 
public a 

There is 4 division of special agents with 
twenty-eight special agents of the Treasury 
Department, all of Whom are under civil. 
service rules. Of the twenty-eight twenty 
are now Democrats. These men are the eyes 
of the Secretary. They are assigned to any 
sort of special duty which the Secretary may 
designate. One of the number has been in 
AF gl early re years, looking after un- 

ervaluations. Tth in this artm 
is eagerly sought after. tes so 

There are six Auditors inthe Treasury De- 
partment and éach one has a deputy auditor. 
There is an Auditor forthe Treasury, an Au- 
ditor for the War rtment, an Auditor 
for the Interior Department, an Auditor for 
the Navy Department, an Auditor for the 
Postoffice Department, and an Auditor for 
the State and other 4 ents. Each of 
these officials is charged with the duty of 
auditing all accounts which come under his 
jurisdiction. 


Collects One-Half of the Revenues. 


The Commissioner of Interna} 
through the various Collectors Wg At seeite 
Revenue in, the United States, collects one- 
half of the revenue which goes to support 
the government, to maintain the army and 
navy of the United States, to pay the $150,- 
000,000 of pensions, to build public buildings 
and for the other manifold expenses to which 
the government is charged. The Director 
of the Mint has a division to himself. There 
is a Bureau of Navigation which looks after 
the interests and rights of seamen, the laws 
of navigation, and the rules of thé sea. There 
is a division of Steamboat Inspection, which 
conducts examinations of every vessel regis-

DEATH OF JOHANNES BRAHMS. 

Johannes Brahms, one of the greatest if 
not the greatest composer of music in the 
world, has passed away in Vienna in the 
sixty-fourth year of his age. He was born 
at Hamburg, May 7, 1833, and began the 
study of music when a child, prosecuting it 
with such success, especially on the lines of 
composition, that Schumann, who made the 
acquaintance of the youth at Diisseldorf in 
1853 and examined his music, declared he 
was not only the successor of Beethoven but 
that he would carry on the latter’s work to 
still higher accomplishment in the future. 
Schumann’s bold declaration concentrated 
the attention of the whole musical world 
upon the young composer, and at once, as 
was the case with Wagner, the world ar- 
rayed itself into Brahms and anti-Brahms 
factions, which have been fighting more or 

less furiously ever since and still are at it. 
The contest, however, did not materially 
affect Brahms nor did it cause him te di- 
verge in the least from the course he marked 
out for himself. Outside of this contest. 
there are no* points in common between 
Brahms and Wagner. The latter is known 
only by his dramatic music, into which 
field Brahms never ventured. He wrote 
humerous songs, a few cantatas and large

Siegel, Cooper & Co. Will Manufacture 
Pure Food Specialties. 

"Siegel, Cooper & Co. have several sites un- 
der consideration for the location of a new 
factory for the Hazel Pure Food company, 
of which they are the largest stockholders. 
Frank H. Cooper, P..M. Hanney, President 
of the Hazel Pure Food company, and a 
number of real estate men visited West Chi- 
cago and Waukegan last week to look at 
several locations which have been offered 
the firm.

.W. A. Boyd Says Activity in Realty i 
*y in the Future. ’ 
William A: Bond said of the real estate mar- 
ket: aie 


“While there ie considerable activity 
caused by the changes incident to May 1, the 
real estate market cannot be called active, 
unless from an exceptional] and almost acci- 
dental occurrence. Real estate men have 
not been overwhelmed by the prosperity 
which was hoped for after the election. The 
advance ground swell has not reached us, 
although investors generally keep talking 
about it, hope for it, and many expect it. 
From a fair standpoint I think it is wrong 
to allow one’s hopes and even expectations 
to find exuberant expression that the lively 
demand for property of the good old times 
has already reached us. False impressions 
are made by such statements that are dam- 
aging alike to the owner and the agent. The 
owner is made uneasy—ie loath to consider 
present offers for his property, believing from 
the best authorities that business is lively 
and that prices will soon be higher. Possibly 
he is led into other investments on the belief 
that he can at any timeerturn his property 
into-money at advanced prices, but when he 
endeavors to realize he is disappointed. . 

* Exaggerated Statements about the vol- 
ume of' trade also harm the agent, for he is 
not able to live up to the expectations of his 
clients. He is frequently asked, Why do you 
not submit offers for my property? and 
should they be presented, as I have said be- 
fore, they are unsatisfactory to the owner, 
not up to his ideas of the market, and are 
therefore declined. 

*T can see no real reason why we should 
not have hope in the near future. When the 
condition of other lines of business im- 
proves, when the great manufacturing in- 
dustries which have been idle so long have 
started again, we may expect to find surplus 
funds accumulating that will soon reach 
real estate investments. We should look for 
the first signe of improvement in the increase 
of smal transactions. One of the best 
gauges the activity of the market fs the 
number of smal! sales that are reported from 
day to day, and not the aggregate of money 
involved, for many of the large transfers are 
interests that have béen aesigned for one 
reason or another, while the transfers of the 


eét | small properties generally represent accu- 


rately the value expressed, and are placed 
upon the records soon after the sales are 
made. The present state of a market aiso 
cannot well be measured by the aggregate 
of sales, for many of the transactions are 
not reported im the records for months after 
the negotiations have been completed. The 
inquiry for property has not developed as 
rapidiy as we had hoped before the election 
of Mr. McKinley, but I believe with the set- 
tlement of the tariff .question there will 
be nothing in the way of good times but fair 

and an economical living of the people 
within their means.” 


ALL EYES ON GRAND DUKE MICHARL. 


Diplomats Regard Him as the Czar’s 
Confidant in a Contemplated 
Partition of Turkey. 


Old Grand Duke Michael, the Czar’s grand- 
uncle, has suddenly become an all-important 
and intensely interesting personage to the 
diplomats of Europe, for it is whispered 
in official circles at Vienna that he is the 
bearer of a letter from the Czar to the Em- 
peror, proposing the partition of the Turk- 
ish Empire. Color is lent to these rumors by 
the troops which Russia is massing on the 
Asiastic frontier of the Sultan, and by her 
putting into commission every available 
cruiser and transport fiying the Muscovile 
flag in the Black Sea. 

According to this scheme, Russia.would 
take Asia Minor, Austria extend her frontiers

to Salonica, France would receive Syra, Italy 
would get Tripoli, England would be ac- 
corded unrestricted possession of Egypt, 
while Constantinople would be made a free 
port under the guarantee of the great powers 
and under the personal control of the King 
of Greece. 

It is the Grand Duke Michael whose in- 
fluence, next to that of the young Czar- 
ina, now predominates at the Court of 
Russia. He is the only thoroughly hon- 
est and respectable son of the first Em- 
peror Nicholas’ four. 

The domestic relations of the eldest 
brother, the murdered Czar, especially his 
conduct in installing his wife’s maid-of- 
honor at the head of an establishment, where 
she gave birth to three of his children, broke 
the heart and hastened the death of the 
once beautiful Empress. 

Grand Duke Michael's wife, a incess 
of the house of Baden, was, pernaps, the 
cleverest German Princess who ever married 
into the reigning house of Russia. Shé die 
suddenly in a railroad carriage of an apo- 
pletic fit‘a few hours after a painful Inter- 
view with her nephew, the late Czar, on the 
subject of her son, Michael, who, after jilting 
Princess Victoria of Wales, married the il- 
legimate daughter of Prince Nicholas of 
Nassau.

The shutter by which the exposures are 
made is a large black disk with a portion 
eut out of its edge. It revolves by the same 
mechanism which feeds the strip of film 
across the back of the lens, and works ex- 
actly with it. When the train of gear is set 
a-going the film moves forward three-quar- 
ters of an inch, then stops an instant while 
the opening in the shutter passes the front 
of the lens, then moves ahead again, and so 
on. Each time the shutter operates a pict- 
ure is made on the film. They are arranged 
one close below the other, each one an inch 
by three-qparters of an inch in dimension.

So accurately are the 
holes made that 200 feet of the film may-be 
doubled on itself and the holes will be found 
~ % even at the ends, toa thousandth ofan. 
nch. 

‘The necessity for punching holes in the 
fitm is found in the accuracy with which the 
machines must feed the pictures for exhibi- 
tion purposes. By having the camera and 
every projecting machine provided with pre- 
cisely the same teeth, and the films all. 
punched in just the same. way, it is easy to 
have the pictures exhibit exactly as the orig- 
inal negatives were taken. In variations of 
this method of feed come all the differences 
between the several types of moving picture 
machines. It is the shipping of the feed 
mechanism which makes the jarring and 
flashing of the pictures so trying to thé eyes 
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of the spectators. 
_After a negative film is punched and rolled 
up into the little black box, which goes on 


‘the top of the camera, it is taken out and 


exposed. Then, with the impression of some 
interesting view on it, it comes back again 
to the laboratory ready for development. 
Mere appears a problem which would make 
most professional photographers ponder a 
long time before attempting. It is how to 
handle a negative sixty feet long. But the 
matter is simple enough, once the necessary 
ekill is obtained. 

Two men take the exposed film into the 
dark room and bégin operations. There 
are several large round jars present, and 
troughs which reach clear across the side 
of the room. After developing and fixing 
solutions are put In the jars and trough and 
the work begins. Starting at one end, the 
film is rapidly fed into the long trough, be- 
ing run back and forth until it is all placed 
in layers in the developer. Then,. starting 
egain with the same end as at first, it is 
drawn out of the developing solution at the 
Same rate as it entered, and is run into a 
jar of ‘water to wash. By that time the 
proper amount of development is obtained, 


and the film next goes into the fixing solu- 
tion, emerging from that to be soaked in the 
washing tanks in the drying-room., 

In the drying-room are Foops and strings 
of film sufficient to decorate a theater. ‘ The 
room is fifty feet high, with the ceiling made 
fo that the films may be hung easily from 


it. Here, after the long negatives are 
washed, they are festooned about until 
thoroughly dry and ready for printing. 


When they are.taken down, some of them 
are«mareels of workmanship, not having a 
flaw large enough to be seen with a micro- 
scope. 

When a good negative is secured, the 
work of producing positive transparencies 
suitable for the projection machines is be- 
gun. This requires a. rémarkably clever 
scheme for printing through the negative 
film on the positive film. The work is accom- 
plished by the use of a special device by 
means of which the two films are pressed 
together and unrolled past a smallaperture, 
which lets in daylight. In the instant of 
time which elapses while the films are pass- 
tng the opening the printing is done. Then 
follows.a.process of developing the. trans- 
parencies similar to°that used’ on the orig- 
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inal negative, and a suitable film:for the 
projection machine is secured. — 

The projecting’ machines known as the 
variscope, magniscope, vitascope, biograph, 
cinematograph, and similar names consist 
essentially of a bright light, some lenses, and 
a means of moving the film acrossin front of 
the Hght. As the long transparency, runs 
past the lenses, each picture stopsa fraction 
of a second, while the light is suddenly 
thrown through it on the’screen. Then for 
another small fraction'of a second the light 
is shut off, the film moved :ahead again, and 
another picture flashed on the screen. This 
operation is carried on so: fast that the eye 
practically cannot separate one view from 
another, and the projected image is made to 
appear to move.* Of course, the lenses mag- 
nify the size of the picture enormousty. 

In order to have the pictures appear 
steady on the screen and without the sudden 
jerking which is so-trying to the eyes, it is 
of the greatest importance that the holes 
which are punched in: he fihms should be 
exactly perfect. As stated, it is in this mat- 
ter of holes and feed mechanism that the 
differences in the various makes of machines 
lie and on which that the several varieties 
base their peculiar claims to superiority. 
Some work by hand power and some by elec- 
tric motors. Some use electric light and 
some calcium light. To the public, however, 
the proof of the pudding is in the eating, and 
the machine which gives the steadiest and 
best views is the one most in favor, whatever 
its mechanical construction. 

Mr. Amet is. convinced that the produc- 
tien of moving pictures is yet in its infancy, 
and hopes for gréat things. The introduc- 
tion of some successful method of color 
photography, such as that reported to have 
been discovered across the water, will great- 

ly add to the attractiveness of the views.

Pulse Feeling by Telephone, 
Feeling the pulse of an entire community 
by telaphone; taking an hourly record of the 
business and social affairs of nearly two. 
millions of people is a novel task which 
few men would care to undertake. When to 
this is added a system for ascertaining the 
cause of any unusual movement in ¢he city, 
by means of which one man sitting alone in 
his office is enabled to say positively and un- 
erringly just what is taking place in a terri- 
tory covering 183 square mifles, it becomes a 
matter which fills the ordinary being with 
awe and leads to thoughts of the uncanny. 
So thorough is this system of pulse-feeling 
that the recordkeeper, with hourly reports. 
before him, can tell the nature of the business 
being transacted at any given time of day 
or night. He knows whether are pre- 
paring to visit theaters or are calling doc- 
tors, whether night police reporters are send- 
ing in*their final items of news just before 
the great daily newspapers go to press, when 
the inquiries as to balances at the banks are 
made, and orders for goods given. If he 
were to be shut up ina dark room and cut off 
from direct communication with the outside 
world he would still be able to say accurate- 
ly whether or not extremes of heat or cold 
gr storm had been reached.

General Managér Hibbard of the CHicago 
Telephone company is the man who devised 
and perfected this interesting work. There 
are over 13,000 telephones in daily use in 
this city, the service being furnished by a 
number of exchanges. The largest of these 
is the main exchange at Washington and ’ 
Franklin streets, where the reports from 
ail the branches are sent for compilation 
into chart form. Every operator has with- 
in handy reach a pegging board, on which 
she keeps tab of the number of calls an- 
swered each hour. From these boards tho 
record is copied into books, and once a 
month, generally on the 10th, an 
transcribes the record into a ehart. is 
is done on a sheet of heavy paper ruled into 
squares, which show hourly divisions of the 
day, with cross sections giving the num- 
ber of telephone calls by the 1,000. The 
telephone day begins at 1 a. m., and start- 
ing at this hour the expert deftly draws a 
heavy line, which indicates the number of 
calls made for each of the twenty-four 
hours, a separate sheet being used for each 
exchange. To the uninterested these charts 
simply show the volume of peeenge), Zest 
as similar diagrams used in Tue UNE 
record the fluctuation of prices in the grain 
pits on the Board of Trade. As explained 
by General Manager Hibbard, however, 
they take on a w'der and more important 
meaning, and, when once understood, give 
an interesting and incontrovertible index to 
many phases of life. As fast as the charts 
are drawn they are photographed, the com- 
pany maintaining a perscets ane gal- 
lery for this and kindred work. Everything 
of importance in connection with the tele- 
phone service is photographed and filed 
away for preservation. Pictures are taken

The Chicago woman who makes a retreat 
as a rule goes to the convent where she re- 
ceived her education. The Seminary of the 
Sacred Heart on the West Side and other 


‘fashionable and well-known institutions pro- 


vide accommodations during Lent and Ad- 
vent for as many of their old pupils as wish 
to temporarily retire from the world. As 
these academies board many of their pupils 
they arrange for the retreats to take place 
during the latter part of Lent, when the 
upils are given the Baster vacation. St. 
Joseph's :Home in May street tries to ac- 
commodate all who apply for admission. 
St. Joseph’s Home and many other institu- 
tions of ita kind, while not regular houses 
of retreat, have as many applicants as they 
can accommodate. This state of affaires is 
‘the same throughout all Western cities, for 
the nearest regular houses of retreat are 
located in Maryland and New York. .

No news- 
papers, nor books, nor worldly reading mat- 
ter of any kind is permitted. No letters are 
received, and the man is for the time wholly 
dead to the world in which he may be an im- 
portant factor.

“gay on Comedy” was published a 

few weeks ago, lays it down as an 

axiom that the true comic spirit can 

only exist side by side with perfect.common 

pense and sanity. In order that one may 

laugh at the right time and in the right 

way it is necessary to acqtire 4 sane and 

comprehensive, view of life which is im- 

possible unless all sentiment is banished 

- and events are seen in their proper perspec- 
tive. 

For this reason it is seldom that one comes 
across the true idea of comedy in any writ- 
er or actor of the Anglo-Saxon race, In the 
Teutonic. mind there is always that strong 
element of sentimentality which stends in 
the way of a detached.view of life. Ex- 
istence is a serious and unfathomable mys- 
tery. For the German, especially, the de- 
spair of ever solving the riddle, the hopeless 
impossibility of reaching true knowledge, has 
produced that painful yearning which from 
the days of ‘Goethe and Schiller has been 
known as the “ weltschmerz,” born of brood- 
ing sentiment. Consequently the comic side. 
of-things can hardly ever be realized without 
at the same time calling forth a few tears. 
This, according to Mr. Meredith, may be 
true humor, but it is not comedy. And it 
is humor after all which is the particular 
‘attribute of the Anglo-Saxon. We may find 
a hundred instances in the so-called com- 
edies that fill the stage of today, and all, 
or nearly all, our comedians pride them- 
golves upon this power of turning laughter 


into tearm - = - |.” 
Shelley, who, like most English poets, 


was much oppressed. by the burden of ex- | 


istence, displayed the genius of his race 
wade he wrote that * our sincerest laughter 
with some pain is fraught,” and our actors 
have been endeavoring ever since to justify 
the assertion. People go to hear Jefferson 
for the express purpose of indulging in _ 
few happy tears; Sol Smith Russell 7 al- 
ways greeted with damp pocket han — 
chiefs; even Nat Goodwin prefers a weep ng 
audience, and, in his latest play, he gener- 
ally succeeds in peoucing the sentimental 
> @ state of hopeless collapse. 

oe we thon g anes unrestrainedly we 
must go to the sphere of farce and masenent 
comedy, and even there we may be bored, i 

not moved, to tears. 

If Mr. Meredith’s idea of comedy is the 
right one, it is plain that noneof our reputed 
comedians has any real claim to the title. 
They are humorists part of the time, and 
buffoons during the intervals. If they try 
to play seriously they must needs work 
upon our emotions; if they endeavor to stand 
aloof from themselves in order to attain the 

true comic attitude, they immediately get 
outside the character, talk to the audience 
instead of the people on the stage, and be- 
come buffoons, or at the best low comedians. 

We have with us this week, however, one 
who is a true comedian in the real sense of 
the word, and perhaps the only comedian on 
the American stage. It might not occur to 
most people to atfribute on sensé above 
everything else to( Richard Mansfield, but 
we have only to study him on the Stage to 
see that he has the kind of common sense 
that is essential to the comic spirit. He 
possesses in the first place the intellect 
which can appreciate the whole and perfect 
meaning of every line which he has to de- 
liver. The briefest consideration of the tal- 
ents of our avowed comedians will make it 
evident that this is by no means the case 
with most of them. They have so often 
risen from the ranks by virtue of a naturally 
funny manner, or sometimes nothing more 
thar a capacity for facial expression, that 
they have no conception whatever of the re- 
finements of comedy. They aim at the lIu- 
dicrous rather than the comic, and they 
underline their good things to catch the 
gallery at. the expense of the parquet. 

Mr. d never exaggerates his effects 
to please anybody. Every line is spoken with 
just the right emphasis,and with strict at- 
tention to the economy of light and shade. 
He is not one of those people about whom 
it is said that they always see the comic 
side of things. see always the comic 
side is to be partially blind, and blindness 
has no/ place in the true sphere of comedy. 
The real comedian sees everything in its 
due relation to everything else; he has, in 
other words, sublime common sense. In the 
second place, Mr. Mansfield never allcws 
himself to play at the audience, as is the 
way with so many of his brothers in the 
profession. If he appreciates the comicality 
of the character which he has assumed he 
leaves those in front of the stage to under- 
stand for themselves without the aid of 
asides and winks. He never takes the audi- 
ence into his confidence, because for him 
the audience does not exist. 

It may be urged that herein he does no 
‘more than Mr. Jefferson or Mr. Russell, for 
neither of these actors condescerids to the 
tricks of the buffoon; but there is this differ- 
ence: Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Russell, even 


more so, are always aware of the presence }. 


.of the spectators in the house. They do not 
address them directly, but they are con- 
sciously playing at them. 

The exhibition of sentiment on the part 
of the actor is intended to arouse the emo- 
tions of the audience, and indeed the inten- 
tion. is generally carried out. But this is 
not the true spirit of comedy, nor is it even 
the true spirit of tragedy. The position of 
a spectator in a theater uld be similar 
to that of an eavesdropper' who overhears 
a conversation between persons who are 
unaware of his presence. He ought to be 
able to see men and women acting on the 
Stage exactly as they behave in real life 
when they are not making a display of senti- 
ment in order to create an impression. 

Herein Mr. Mansfield comes nearer pcr- 
fection than any other actor on the stage. 
He aims at achieving a certain effect for its 
own sake and not because it is likely to ex- 
cite elther laughter or pity in the audience. 
He is; moreover, totally devold of sentiment. 

No more perfect example of his genius as 
a comedian could be found than in the per- 
formance of “ Prince Karl,’”’ which he played 
last Wednesday, and will repeat on the 
same night this week. It is impossible to 
say what the play would become in the 
hands of any other actor. It is, in fact, a 
poor piece of work; which is further marred 
by the introduction of what is now called 
a specialiy act for the purpose of showing 
Mr. Mansfield in his comic opera capacity. 
One can well imagine the average cemedian 
burlesquing the- whole play because ‘he 
found it impossible to take it seriously; one 
can see him turn round and wink deliberate- 
ly at the audience, just to prove that he is 
quite as much aware of the absurdity of the 
whole thing as they are: one can foretell 
with certainty the false pathos. that he 
would put irto the love passages, trying hard 
to win a sympathetic tear from the senti- 
mental, or, failing that, to earn their laugh- 
ter by a piece of broad buffoonery. All 

- this and more would the comic actor do, and 
the piece would never bear repetition be- 
cause of its inherent foolishness, This is not 
Mr. Mansfield’s way, however. He plays 
the part of Karl for all it is worth, never 
‘admitting for a moment that the whole 
plot ig not the most natural thing in the 

world. When he writes his will and pre- 
sents. it to the lawyer with the ink half dry 
as the last testament of .a Prince 
who has been some time dead he does it 
as if there was no reason in the world why 
the lawyer. should not place implicit faith 
in ‘the document. He never for a moment 
apologizes to the audience for the absurd- 
ity of it all, because he is not afraid of 
being mistaken for a fool, like the average 
comedian. Even the musical sketch is car- 
ried off with an air that makes it almost 
acceptable—indeed, one might say entirely

He gave us this season a most elaborate 
production of a new play which promised 
well from the early rehearsals, but which 
proved am utter failure when it was sub- 
jected to the criticism of the public. Even 
in ‘‘ Castle Sombras,”” however, Mr. Mans- 
field’s comic spirit did not desert him; and 
his remarkable ¢onception of a heroic part 
saved the play from total ruin. When Mr. 
Mansfield cannot do anything else with a 
piece he makes fun of it, and the audience 
enjoys itself in an unexpected manner, 
ses 

With regard to the performance of Rich- 
ard III. last Monday it may be remarked 
that Mr. Mansfield was suffering from a bad 
cold anda procession of wagons in a neigh- 
boring alley, both of -which made for in- 
distinctness in his delivery. Nevertheless 
it must be maintained that his method of 
reading his lines is not conducive to a clear 
understanding of the part of listeners, who 
find it hard enough to make good sense 
out of Shakespeare even when the words are 
spoken slowly and distinctly. Mr. Mansfield 
aims at being natural and even colloquial in 
his delivery, 1 suppose in order that he may 
avoid the usual sing-song way of reading 
blank verse. 

There are two objections to this departure 
from the ordinary rule. In the first place, 
there is undoubtedly a tendency to drop the 
voice at the end of the sentence, which 
makes the meaning indistinct. In the sec- 
ond place, the endeavor to reduce blank verse 
to prose takes away from the heroio char- 
acter of the play in general. There are a 
great many people who seem to think that 
a poet worked hard to echieve metric form 
only to have the whole effect destroyed by 
would-be natural readers. Nothing is 
more inartistic in sound than the rendering 
of verse as if it were prose. When Shaks- 
peare wrote his plays in verse he intended 
them to be spoken in verse, and even if it 
were not so it is necessary to retain the 
regular swing of the meter if we are to 
avoid the ridiculous. It is only the musical 
cadence which saves a great many of the 
speeches in most of Shakspeare’s plays 
from becoming turgid and platitudinous. 
His plays are therein much like an opera. 
If we stopped to listen to the words of the 
* Rheingold,” for instance,.we should find 
them tedious; so with Shakspeare, if we are 
given his meaming without his music we 
are apt to find even Hamlet rather dull. 
And the mere fact that in Richard III. there 
are few fine literary passages makes it all 
the more necessary to emphasize the meter 
in order to conceal the poverty of the dia- 
logue. 

Mr. Mansfield can never be a great roman- 
tic actor. The same lack of sentiment which 
makes him so perfect a comedian prevents 
him from ever entering the field with the 
Sotherns and Favershams of the stage. He 
could, however, lend a certain air of ro- 
mance to his portrait of Richard which, pic- 
torially, is all that could be desired, by con- 
descending to use the conventional meth- 
od of Shakspearean delivery. We do not 
ask him to rant or mouth his words as 
others do, but he might suggest at least 
that he is talking in verse. ,

Mr. Pinero’s new play, “‘ The Princess and 
the Butterfly,”’ was produced last week at 
the St. James Theater in Lendon, Mr. Alex- 
ander playing the principal part.

MONG the officeholders at Washing-

McP. Bonsal, formerly Miss Rebecca 

M. Wright, a clerk in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, who is known as the “ Loyal Girl of 
Winchester,” because of information she 
gave to Gen. Sheridan in September, 1864, 
which led to the successful Union battle of 
Opequan, Va. President McKinley was a 


dashing Captain in that battle, and 
when a member of Congress he met Mrs, 
Bonsal, and talked over his experiences 
with her. So he knows the value of the 
critical service she did the Union. Secretary 
Gage has been informed of it, too. Itisa bit 
of history which everybody concerned in 
appreciated at the time; Gen. Sheridan,. per- 
haps, most of all, for the battle was the first 
of a series of brilliantly successful ones 
which caused him to be made a Major-Gen- 
eral. Two years after the close of the war 
he presented Mrs. Bonsal with a gold watch 
and chain. President McKinley must have 
had cause to remember it, too, for in his 
memoirs Gen. Sheridan perticularly spoke of 
the brave conduct of the Ohio aide-de-camp. 

The story as Mrs. Bonsal tells it is this: . 

*“ While I was gitting at my desk in the lit- 
tle school-room at. Winchester, Va., Sept. 
16, 1864, a knock at the door was heard, and 
I was-told a colored man wished to see me. 
He was a welj-dressed, intelligent appear- 
ing man of about 30 years, who eaid he want- 
ed to speak to me privately, and then closed 
all the doors and looked about carefully to 
see that, no one was listening. He then told 
me he had a note from Gen. Sheridan, who, 
he added, relied on me to let him know the 
position and strength of the rebel forces. 
I was known as a Union girl, though I had 
a sister who sympathized with the rebels, 
and my first thought was that the rebels 
were trying to find out what I could do. 
But‘the man had such an honest, earnest 
manner that I was convinced of the truth of 
his story. He gave me a note wrapped in 
tin foil, which he had carried in his mouth. 
He had been inetructed to swallow it if he 
was searched by the enemy. My mother 
and I talked the matter over, and then I [old 
the colored man all I knew about the rebels’ 
movements.

So few new operas have of late been, al- 
lowed a public hearing that greater atten- 
tion is granted than otherwise would likely 
be the case to M. Isidore de Lara’s ‘“‘ Moina,”’ 
produced at Monte Carlo lately with a cast 
including M. Van Dyck, M. Maurel, and 
Mile. Bellincioni. The libretto, which is a 
poetic adaptation by M. Louis Gallet of the 
composer’s story in prose, is Irish in scene 


and incident. 

The main episode of the plot turns on the 
faithfulness of a peasant girl to her lover, 
an Irish patriot. Offered by an English of- 
ficer the freedom of her lover if she will 
transfer her affections she stabs the En- 
glishman instead. The culmination is the 
death of the lovers by English bullets. The 
story, it will. be seen, is marked with-a stress 
fully equal to that of the current Italian 
libretti, and vigorously melodramatic to the 
point of exaction. 

‘“‘ Whether or not M. de Lara has been 
fortunate in his subject,” says a reviewer, 
‘*‘remains to be seen. His theme, however, 
will probably prove sympathetic to French 
and Irish audiences. The scene is l@id in 
the sister country, and the period is the last 
century. Moina, the peasant heroine, is 
affianced to Patrice, who is at the head 
of'a secret society, ‘The Hearts of Oak,’ 
the members of which haye sworn to rid 
the distressful country of the Saxon tyrants 
or to perish in the attempt. Moina has also 
attracted the attention of a gallant officer 
who rejoices in the name of Lionel, and, 
who, to gain his ends, tells her of the peril 
In which her lover stands. The girl’s affec- 
tion is only increased by her knowledge 
of his devotion to ais country. The wedding 
ceremony is interrupted by the arrival of 
the ‘ Scheriff’ (spelt ‘sch ’) in a scarlet uni- 
form, who commands the soldiers to find and 
seize Patrice, on whose head a price Is fixed. 
“ At that moment the church doors open 
and the priest emerges, carrying the sacred 
vessels to a dying penitent, and attended by 
an acolyte bearing a lantern. This acolyte 
is, of course, no other than Patrice. The 
error is soon discovered; ‘but when the 
Sheriff, furious at being thwarted, tells the 
soldiers to fire at the fugitive, Capt. Lionel 
intervenes, and forbids them to ‘ tirer sur le 
bon Dieu.’ Thus finishes the first act. 
‘The second takes place in the Island of 
Valentia, where Patrice is in hiding. Lionel, 
who has discovered the whereabouts of the 
fugitive, uses his knowledge as a means of 
coercing Moina. Her lover’s life is made the 
price of her compliance with Lionel’s wishes. 
She consents; but at the very moment when 
she is about to elope with Lionel she is 
seized with a feeling of horror, and stabs 
him to the heart. He falls back into the 
boat, which drifts away, when Patrice, de- 
fying exposure, comes to claim his bride 
and carry her off. Their retreat is cut off, 
and the lovers, still singing their patriotic 
invocation to old Erin, fall under the bullets 
of their Saxon pursuers. 

“ME. de Lara’s music is well written for 
the voice, to be expected from a composer 
who is himself a simger, and is full of the 


‘peculiarly plaintive character which we as- 


sociate with the country, the woes and as- 
pirations of which he has undertaken to il- 
lustrate. Indeed, the’ chief merit of the 
work is to be found in the essentially natior- 
al feeling which pervades it.”

Plan to Hold It During the Coming 
Paris Exposition on Plans Similar 
te the Chicage Seasion—i). , Bon-~ 
ney Heading the Movement—Infin-~ 

ences of the Last Patliament—How 
the Great Religious Bodies View Its 
Reputation. ‘ 


QUESTION not infrequently asked is 
whether there is to be another Par- 
liament of Religions. The world, and 
particularly the religious world, was 
shocked at what they termed the audacity 
of the promoters of the first parliament. 
Skeptics and scoffers prophesied that such 
a Utopian scheme as a union of all the 
world’s great religions on a common plat- 
form for the discussion of matters of mutual 
interest was not possible of realization. 
They contended that the difficulties to be 
overcome were too many and great, and 
they looked upon the whole scheme as a 
‘wild and woolly west” effort to attract 
attention to Chicago. They did not seem 
disposed to acknowledge Chicago as suf- 
ficient of an intellectual center for such a 
gathering. Many of the greatest theologians 
and pulpit orators in the United States wrote 
to the promoters of the parliament and at- 
tempted to dissuade them from continuing 
their work, urging as a reason that what 
was contemplated wag an insult to the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ, and for that reason 
alone would result in absolute failure. But 
the ruling spirits, the Hon. C, C. Bonney, in 
whose fertile brain the whole scheme of the 
parliament originated, and his able lieuter- 
ant, the Rev. John Henry Barrows, were 
not to be discouraged, and the result of 
their arduous labors was that the Parlia- 
ment of Religions was the greatest religious 
gathering of modern times; so great, in 
fact, that it has frequently been alluded to 
as the second Pentecost. 
Results of Last Parliament. 
What the results of this first parliament 
have been it is most difficult to say. Among 
the many things it did accomplish was to 
infuse into the minds of many hardshell or- 
thodox preachers a more liberal spirit of 
tolerance for all things non-Christian. It 
broke down many a Chinese wall of preju- 
dice and promoted a freer interchange of 
ideas between the Christian and the non- 
Christian world. The interest shown in the 
Parliament in the United States may be 
measured when it is known that over half a 
million books recording the main events of 
the occasion have been sold and the sale is 
still going on. It inculcated a study of other 
religions than Christianity with the view of 
emphasizing the pointe of contact rather 
than those of difference. The parliament's 
effect on the world beyond our borders has 
been madé manifest in many ways, Ortho- 
dox conservative England gave it but meager 
support owing to its intent being misunder- 
stood. The stately Church of England took its 
cue from the late Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who discountenanced the project by not in- 
forming himself eufficiently of the plans of 
the promoters. True, several of the Bishops 
gave it at first the seal of their approval, but 
most of them withdrew it after the Arch- 
bishop had expressed his opinion. This ac- 
tion on the part of his Grace had a material 
influence on the Bishops of the American 
Episcopal Church, but not sufficient to deter 


t+ some from giving it their active assistance. 


The venerable Prof. F. Max Miller said two 
months after the parliament was held that 
the one great regret of his life was that he 
had not attended this great ecumenical gath- 
ering. And he said further that had he 
known more concerning the plans for its 
development he would not only have attend- 
ed, but he would have explained the project 
to the Archbishop of Canterbury in such a 
light as to have warranted the official in- 
dorsement of the Anglican Church. But tor 
a first event of its kind Christian support 
was not wanting, and.it wae this support 
given officially and privately by nearly all 
the branches of the Christian church from 
Roman Catholicism to Universalism that 


hmade it the great success it undoubtedly 
+ was. 


Buddhist Representatives Honored. 


The Hindus of India sent Swami Vive- 
kananda to represent their cause, and his 
recent return home was signalized by tre- 
mendous crowds greeting him wherever 
he went. When Virchand Gandhi, the Jain, 
returned home to Bombay he was welcomed 
with all the éclat of a conquering hero, and 
when he left to come back to America he 
was made the recipient of innumerable ad- 
dresses and many valuable presents by his 
coreligionists. Since the parliament Mr. 
H. Dharmapala, the Buddhist representa- 
tive of India and Ceylon, has traveled nearly 
sixty thousand miles, visiting the homes of 
his faith in China, Japan, Siam, Burma, 
India, and Ceylon, and wherever he has 
gone .he has found that America and the 
Parliament of Religions were synonymous 
with liberty and enlightenment. In Japan 
the Buddhist priests who attended are still 
talking about it and they unhesitatingly say 
that in the event of another parliament be- 
ing held, not only will they again be present, 
but representatives of every Buddhist sect 


earnest about it as to give utterance to the 
statement that the most powerful delega- 
tion of Buddhist priests ever brought to- 
gether for any ape se will be at the next 
Parliament of Religions. 


Plans for Another Congress. 


Considering the great achievements of 
the first parliament as having been beneficial 
to religion and the world generally, it has 
been almost definitely decided to arrange 
for another on broader and more compre- 
hensive lines, and when the Parliament of 
Religions Extension committee was formed, 
with the Hon. C. C, Bonney, President of 
the world’s congresses of 1893, as Presf- 
dent, and Dr. Paul Carus, the erudite editor 
of the Open Court and the Monist, they had 
this object in view. Just where the parlia- 
ment will be held. has not been definitely 
settled. Through the active codperation of 
that Prince of good souls. the Abbé Char- 
bonel, arrangements are now on the tapis 
to hold it, if possible, in Paris in 1900. 

Of course the great thing necessary for 
its success in any continental European city 
1s Roman Catholic support and coiperation, 
and there seems to be a doubt whether this 
ean be had. The Roman Catholic Church 
in the United States gave it its support in 
every possible direction. Bishop Keane, 
then rector of the church’s university in 
Washington, was far-sighted enough to see 
the possibilities, and he onvenns for a most 
thorough representation of all matters con- 
cerning his faith. In fact, no other Christian 
body made such a detailed and systematic 
showing as did the Catholic Church. Be- 
sides providing a scholarly speaker for near- 
ly every “ession the Bishop opened up a 
sort of an information bureau, where the 
seeker after religious knowledge could have 
all questions answered concerning Catholic 
doctrine. It has been said lately that owing 
to certain influences at Rome, having, it is 
said, their source in this country, the par- 
liament has been stigmatized by the Papal 
authorities as being utterly improper 
and inimical to the interests of the 
church. Not knowing the whys and where- 
fores of such influence, and knowing equally 
well that the Catholic Church came out of

cans are at a loss to know why it should now 
be regarded with so much disfavor. The at- 
titude thus assumed by the church has given 
rise to the opinion that the Abbé Charbone!l

American representation is safe, 
wherever the parliament is held, for the 
people of this vountry are great travelers, 
and they will not allow any other part of the 
world to overshadow them in this great un- 
dertaking. : 


Enthusiasm in the Hast. 


Word has been received that one of the 
brothers of the King of Siam has recently | 
renounced his royal privileges and preroga- 
tives and become a Buddhist priest. He has 
heard of the next parliament and there is 
a strong possibility that he may be induced to 
attend. He is an able and zealous scholar 
and Siamese Buddhism would have an able 
representative in him. The Parsees who 
were not personally represented in 1893 
have signified their intention of being pres- 
ent in considerable numbérs, and the Sikhs, 
a religio-military people, whose religion con- 
sists chiefly in withstanding Mohammedan 
aggression, will also actively participate, 
Those insular people, the Lamaists of Tibet, 
known as the Buddhists of the North, have 
already expressed an interest in the forta- 
coming event and it is hoped that the Grand 
Lama, who lives in regal state at Lhassa, 
and whom the Emperor of China delights to 
honor whenever he gets the opportunity, 
maly be prevailed upon to send a delegation. 

Strong efforts are being made to insure 
the participation of some priestly Tavists 
and Confucians. Of course, few of the 
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priests of these Oriental faiths are English 
scholars, but this will not prevent them pre- 
paring a thoroughly up-to-date statement 
of the condition of their respective faiths 
in reference to certain fundamental! prin- 
ciples of universal application, which will 
be suggested tothem. These essays will] be 
translated by best known authorities in 
comparative religion. The details of this 
great undertaking have been thoroughly 
mapped out, and it is hoped to make the 
next parliament as much more of a succes 
that the first than that event was considered 
impossible of realization. 


Purpose of the Parliament. 


Many well meaning militant Christians 
have expressed themselves as dubious con- 
cerning the advisability of holding another 
parliament. They were equally dubious con- 
cerning putting forward the argument that 
the result would be destructive to Christian- 
ity by elevating other religions on a plane 
of temporary equality with it. This was 
never the intention of the promoters of the 
parliament. What was incorrectly termed 
“ temporary equality ’’ was simply courtesy, 
nothing more, nothing less. Christianity, 
which should and does bear comparison with 
every religious system extant, still holds its 
undisputed sway and makes good its claim 
to being the one religion best fitted to meet 
all the spiritual requirements of the whole 
human family. The Rev. Joseph Cook of 
Boston, whose orthodoxy no sane minded per- 
son would question, was opposed to the par- 
liament of 1893, but he became converted | 
and has since said that Christianity on this 
occasion shone out among the other religions 
as an electric light among a lot of candles, 
or words to that effect. But whatever may 
be the opposition and from whatever source 
it may come another parliament is an as- 
sured fact.

POTTER PALMER, 
according to reports réceived from 
Newport, R. I, have rented the 
Pratt cottage, ‘“‘Arileigh,” for the 

eeason. It is situated on the fashionable 
thoroughfare, Bellevue avenue. The house 
is to the outward view a large, though rather 
* ywnassuming structure, indicative of comfort, 
and covered with vines. A broad lawn 
stretches before the house clear to Pellevue 
avenue and is surrounded by tall maple trees 
and green hedges, while large flower beds dot 
the la¥m and border the semi-circular drive 
which leads to the porte-cochere at the front. 
The great abundance of flowers about the 
place has always made it most attractive. 
The lawm at the back is extensive and well 
laid out and commands a view of the famous 
Cliff Walk and the Atlantic beyond.

ADDS SPEED AND SAFETY 


FOLDING PROPELLER FOR sTEAM 
VESSHLS HAS BEEN DEVISED, 


It Can Be Drawn Within the Vessel’s 
Hull and Thus Prevent Accidents— 
Facilitates the Mivements of 
Steam Propelled Vessels—How It 
Might Be Utilised in Warship Ma- 
mneuvers—It Is a@ Great Boon to 
Yachtsmen. 


OHN FERGUSON, Vice-Commodore of 
the Royal Forth Yacht club of London, 
and owner of the cutter Petronilia, has 
invented a propeller which can be util- 

ized to give the vessel epeed through the 
water or be withdrawn within the hull at a 
moment’s notice. The principle is such that 
the new invention is equally valuable to the 
large and small craft whether it fly the 
yacht club pennant or the company emblem 
that floats at the masthead of a transatlan- 
tic liner, 

The one great difficulty with which the 
operation of the propeller has been con- 
fronted from its earliest day is that in eud- 
den contact with a hard object the result is 


likely to be a broken or twisted blade which 


means the vessel must lie up for repairs 
until the propeller is in good condition again. 
While such accidents cannot always be 
avoided it often happens that if it were pos- 
gible to change the position of the propeller 
or withdraw it from the water it could be 
saved from injury. This pewer is exactly 
what Mr. Ferguson’s invention possesses. 


Description of the Device. 

The first experiments with the sheathing 
propeller, as it is called, were carried out on 
a fishing boat of about seven tons, yacht 
measurement. When not in use the propel- 
lér is invisible, as ft ts housed in a tube 
fixed through the stern-post of the vessel. 
A movement of an extending rod, or rather 
rods, brought about by pulling a lever in 


the engine-room, brings the propeller in. 


position outside of the boat. The blades 
are still feathered—that is, they are folded 
together. The pull of a second lever un- 
folds the blades and places them in position. 
Now let the lever that gives the propeller 
motion be pulled and the vessel will ait once 
receive that impetus which forces it through 


the water.

This is one reason 
why the small craft benefit, for it would 
oftentimes do away with the b big engine- 
room force which the modern steam yacht 
requires, and permit the use in its stead of 
the more dainty electrical or that 
which finds oil to be its agent in making the 
wheels go round, 


Alds Control of Ships. 


' A fact well known to all sailor men who 
have served aboard steam craft is that the 
slower a propeller moves the more difficult 
the ship becomes to control. It sometimes 
happens that a vessel whose engines are not 
over and above powerful gets caught in the 
seas in such a way that its propeller becomes 
useless. It then loses steerageway and rolis 
about in the trough of the sea, and, perhaps, 
in the teeth of a gale, practically helpless. 
Mr. Ferguson’s invention renders it possible 
for one of these propellers to be placed on 
each side of a boat, as well as at the stern. 
Equipped in this way it would be difficult for 
a ship to take such a position that some ors 
of the propellers could not be utilized. 

One particular advantage thé sheathing 

propeller offers in the gy of steering, beaidc 
that already mentioned, is its usefulness in 
directing the course Ot big ships of war 
which find it necessary to maneuver at a 
slow speed and in a limited area. When, to 
avoid a collision or turm about in a narrow 
channel, the movement results in the utter 
loss of steerageway, the rudder performs 
queer pranks. To remedy these conditions 
it is proposed to fit a sheathing propeller 
on each side of the war craft under water 
— as near the stern. ag may be found suit- 
able. 


. Advantage to Warships. 

Dither of thesepropellers should be so fitted 
as to be capable of being worked by machin- 
ery known as the capstan engine which is 
almost invariably placed under the quarter- 
deck in large ships of war. Mr. Ferguson 
argues that with these aids the vessel could 
be swung instantaneuosly, that there is 
mo need of its colliding with anything, and 
that it can turn like a pivot. The metal of 
which the propeller will be constructed 
will be as a rule gun metal and particular 
effort will be made to protect such’ parts 
of the mechanism as are exposed to the 
action of the salt water. 
“ Not only ts the new propeller useful in 
the lines in@icated, but it is capable of driv- 
ing a vessel at much greatér speed than 
the ordinary pro ng in use. While intend- 
ed primarily ag an auxiliary te ships al- 
ready sessaane” scopellats. or for small 
craft that never had any at all, so great is 
the interest it is exciting that it is likely to 
be adopted by at least two of the cOmpanies 
operating lines of traneatiantic steam- 
ships. The advantage of being able to 


sheathe the propeller of a vessel at any de- 
sired moment is indorsed by steamship men.

Seuth Shore Drive, Too. 


The Ili’inois bill originaliy provided for a 
drive merely fromm Lincoln Park to the Wis- 
consin line, and not an extension as far 
south as Jackson Park. ‘Thé latter portion 
of the route is the result of an amemdment 
about to be introduced by Representative 
Sdyler, so as ‘to make a tinished job of the 
propesed driveway. It reaily adds the much 
agitated south shore G@rive to the Sheridan 
drive, thus making by State legistative ac- 
tion what the City Council recently refused 
to create. It provides for the setting aside 
of certain streets along the lake shore on 
the South Side as a boulevard, connecting 
by means of Michigan. avenue with the cen- 
ter of the Lake-Front Park and the boule- 
vard system. The streets to be used have 
been mapped out and the arrangements made 
long ago, and have been described in Tue 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE. They consist principally 
of Prairie, Lake Park, Lake; and East End 
avenues. The movement is being pushed by 
many of the most wealthy and influential 
residents of the city, who have homes along 
the drive. Following is a list of prominent 
men backing the amendment to the bill be- 
fore the House in Springfield:

Great Scenery Exhibit, 


This sort of scenery exhibit is to be found 
all aiong the road north from £vanston. 
The Hubbard woods in Kenilworth are well 
known as furnishing some of the prettiest 
views outside of Chicago. Beyond, in Glen- 
coe, ‘Ravinia, and Highland Park, up to 
Highwood, still more beautiful grows the 
natural conformation of the way. As far 
as Waukegan, in fact, the roadmakers will 
find but little to do in the way of improve- 
ment, but from that point on to Kenoeha, in 
Wisconsin, there will be plenty of work 
ahead. Little wagon roads, winding at 
times among the trees, at other times get- 
ting lost in the sand bluffs, will have to be 
the foundation for the broad graveled street 
to come. At many places, especially in Wis- 
consin, the road would have to be Iaid out 
entirely through heavy woods, and across 
sandy fields. From Racine to Milwaukee is 
the worst looking part of the whole route, 
but a beautiful winding roadway would do 
@ great deal to make it attractive. At fhe 
north end come the elegant streets of the 
Cream City. ; 

There are some snags ahead for the new 
Sheridan drive. Certain portions of the 
route to be covered are wanted for other 
things, principally by the ‘street railroad 
companies. Lake avenue, for instance, on 
the South Side of this city, and past of the 
connecting links between the North Side 
and Evanston are particularly sought after, 
and some vigorous protests against boule- 
varding operations will undoubtedly be 
made.

Their Numbers and Their Haste Are 
Signs of Early Warm Weather—The 
Course of the Birds from the Trop- 
ies to Lands of ice—Wonderfal 
Speed Attained in Flight—Crosses 
Between the Wild and the Domestic 
Geese. 


ORWICH, Conn., March 81.—Wild 
geese are speeding northward un- 
vsually early and in great flocks. 
They are at least a week or ten 
days ahead of the season in their great 
northern flight, so that the weather sages 
re smilingly positive that spring is al- 
ready in the land. At different times on 
Monday three flocks swept over this 
city, marked like a chain of winged dots 
against the cloudless heaven, and they were 
not so far aloft but that their shrill cries 
were heard distinctly in all parts of the town. 


little lakes. Here the veterans of the shot- 
gun and rifie, particularly members of the 
life-saving crews of the ocean. beach, hunt 
them indefatigably and with notable success.

In the rede and rugged old Connecticut 
turkey-breeding Town of North Stonington, 
just acfoss the Rhode Island line, it Is the 
practice of the fowl-raising farmers to lic 
in wait at their farmhouse doors, a 10-bore 
breechloader in hand, with the intent to get 
a long-range shot now and then at a fog-be- 
wildered or low-flying flock of geese. It is 
not the wish of these sportsmen to kill their 
game outright, for they are actuated by an 
ulterior purpose, not the merely superficial 
desire of dropping a big bird- out of the 
clouds. ‘They by far prefer to wing a goose, 
a handsome, full-grown gander preferred, or 
otherwise cripple it temporarily only, for it 
is their purpose to introduce the wild fowl 
among their domestic geese for breeding pur* 
poses. It is the theory of North Stonington 
farmers and breeders that there is no more 
delicious and toothsome fowl than a goose 
that is the product of cross-breeding be- 
tween a wild.gander and a domestic bird. 

But a wild goose that has. been waylaid 
in the way noted and partly domesticated 
never entirely loses its original wild nature

Via- 
ducts, ship-high bridges, and such schemes 
are talked enthusiastically, but it ts likely 
to be some fime before any: of them are 
adopted. Yet many of Chicago's best citi- 
zens believe the result will be finally: reached 
and the North and South Shore drives made 
one with the great Sheridan drive. 
At Lincoln Park the Lake Shore drive, 
with its handsome residences. and- beach, 
and later its attractions for the people, is 
sure to make an interesting part of the new 
thoroughfare.

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There were 100 birds in the greatest train, 
perfectly aligned in their wonted V-shaped 
array, and seventy-five in each of the other 
flocks. On the following day two more flocks 
passed over the city, each numbering from 
seventy-five to eighty birds, while from all 
parts of the Nutmeg State coms reports 
daily of similar troops hurrying northward. 

On Wednesday, at different times, two 
flocks whirled across the big farm of Will- 
iam Conlon, on the Salem turnpike, two miles 
to the west of this city, flying remarkably 
low, so that they swept just above his roof- 
tree, and Mr. Conlon, standing on his door- 
step, readily counted the fowls. There were 
seventy-five in one flock and more than 100 
birds in the other. Conlon says that while 
he has noted the migration of the birds twice 
a year for more than twenty years, he has 
rarely or never seen them in such great col- 
umns before. 


Route to the North. 


In coming north im the spring from their 
tropical winter resorts, it is said, the flocks 
follow the seacoasts closely. Having reached 
the seaboard of New England, whose giant 
shoulder is thrust far eastward into the 
ocean, they do not deviate from their 
straightaway march, but strike directiy 
northward across the Eastern States. Driv- 
ing along at their accustomed terrific gait— 
estimated by good judges to be from 100 to 
120 miles an hour—it takes them less than 
thirty minutes to cross the Nutmeg State, 
and at the great elevation they. usually 
travel: they overlook whole counties, dis- 
cerning fifty miles away the landmarks by 
which they shape their course. Moreover, 
did they fly uninterruptedly and at a uni- 
form speed it will be readily seen that they 
might easily cover the long tract between 
Long Island-Sound and the bleak wilds of 
Labrador in less than the time between sun 
up and sun down. But they do not fly 
steadily. They have their favorite stopping, 
resting, or feeding places, fresh and salt 
water ponds, bayous, and rivers, all along 
their continental route, from the southern 
jungles to the north pole, passing merely a 
single night in somé of them, in others sev- 
eral days, perhaps, or even weeks. In one 
instance, a, number of years ago, a north- 
ward flying flock stopped for the night at a 
dark little winding pond among the hills a 
few miles south of this city, which is rich in 
wild fowl food, and they liked

companions. The great bird behaves beau- 
tifully, perhaps, until the farmer’s vigilance 
has been relaxed, seems to be as tame and 
contented as the rest of the waddling fowls 
about the farmyard; but, some fine morning 
in April, just let a band of its old-time, free- 
booting, care-free, wild companions come 
streaming up from the southern horizon, 
filling the whole region with their shrill, 
stirring music, and presto! up go the servile 

risoner’s long black neck and tawny crest. 
Tonk! honk! it cries as fiercely and exult- 
antly as the savage ones above, and cranes 
its twisted neck and head skyward. Instant- 
ly the rushing file above bolts abruptly, 
hearkening to the imploring signal of a com- 
panion in captivity, and the next instant, 
ewift as the wind, the whole flock plunges 
downward with a savage swoop. About the 
farmstead they wheel and swoop in seeming 
confusion or panic, but only for an instant; 
the half-tamed bird leaps into the air, 
spreading its broad wings, and a moment 
later, as if guided by an unforgotten lesson 
of discipline or military orderliness, takes 
its proper place in the flying column, and the 
whole flock is off again at once, driving 
northward in unbroken array.

Officially Recognized. 


IS A CHEMICAL PROCESS. 


Certain Secret Solutions -and 
Pigments Are Used. | 


INVENTION OF FRENCHMAN, 


Tested by English Scientists with the 
Greatest Success. 


CHANCE FOR THE COUNTERFEITER, 


HOTOGRAPHY in colors—the dream 

of every man who has looked under 

a black cloth at a ground glass and 

contrasted the beautiful hues of the 
image seen there with the plain blacks and 
whites of the resulting picture—is at length 
on the eve of accomplishment. For some 
time the scientific world abroad has been 
discussing a new invention. in this line 
which has appeared to solve the problem, 
but on this side of the water only limited 
belief has been given to the claims for the 
new process in spite of the high character 
of those who vouch, for the truth of the 
statements made. But at length the United 
States Government at Washington has 
taken official recognition of the remarkable 
idea, and Americans in the , future will 
scarcely be justified in withholding their 
belief from a story which sounds like the 
wonders of Aladdin’s lamp. 

It is no wonder that the government offi- 
clals*have taken up the new photography 
and are now engaged in investigating it. 
If the marvelous fidelity of reproduction 
claimed is true counterfeiting paper money 
will be as easy as making a lithograph. In 
a dispatch from Washington A. L. Drum- 
mond,.for years Chief of the United States 
Treasury secret service, says: 

“Tf this new invention can photograph 
the red seals, the check numbers in blue, 
and other colors employed in engraving 
bank notes it would be in the hands of un- 
scrupulous persons the most dangerous 
weapon that ever menaced the safety of the 
world’s currency. This color photography 
opens immense possibilities in the hands 
of clever men. Given paper of similar quali- 
ty, there is nothing to prevent a skillful op- 
erator from producing absolute duplicates 
in such numbers as he might desire of any 
— extant in the circulation of the 
world.”’

It is hard to under- 
stand why a pencil mark could be the cause 
of selective absorption of the colors. That 
the success of the process does not depend 
on the inventor’s intervention is. evident. 
‘Were it the negative which took up the culor 
one might understand the matter better.” 

In this investigation the English scholars 
were not satisfied to use M. Chassagne’s own 
plates and. apparatus. They tried some 
plates of their own, merely eubjecting them 
to the action of the inventor’s chemicals and 
dyes. Even in that case, when they made 
the exposures themselves, the results were 
most convincing. Th process became the 
sensation of the day in London, and the 
whole invention, with its patents granted or 
pending in all countries, was sold in a short 
time for a large sum to a British syndicate 
that had been hastily organized for its pur-

ELABORATE PLANS FOR THE DEDI- 
CATION OF GEN. GRANT’S TOMB. 


It Will Take Place April 27 and Will 
Be Attended by an Imposing Mili- 
tary and Civic Display—President 
McKinley, the Cabinet, and Foreign 
Diplomats Will Attend—States Will 

Be Represented—Description of the 
Tomb. 


EW YORK, April 3.—[{Special.]—The 
ceremonies attending the placing of 
the steel casket containing the re- 
mains of Gen. Ulysses 8. Grant in the 

massive monument erected by the Nation 
to perpetuate his memory will take place 
on April 27. The sarcophagus, with pedes- 
tal of Massachusetts granite, awaits in the 
vaulted chamber of the monument the com- 
ing of the remains. Within the last month 
it has been placed in position. It is the 
finest specimen of work of this kind ever 
constructed.

. “An interesting division of the parade will 


be that known as the cadet division. This 
will be led by the full corps of West Point 
cadets.

Of the Hudson will be a sight as potable 
as that on land, for here it is expected the 
North Atlantic squadron will rendezvous.

So long has the Grant monument been 
building that it has almost become the peren- 
nial standby for the newspaper hvumorirt. 
The tongue of the railer is silent now. The 
Grant monument is an é¢srtablished fact, 
grand in its simplicity, inspiring in the mem- 
ortes that it brings to life. ‘There is no place 
in New York or vicinity better fitted for the 
location of such a monument than the one 
where it stands. The Hudson River flows 


| 


ed for the remains of Gen. Grant, and the 
space where eventually the sarcophagus for 
Mrs. Grant will ‘be placed. Overhead the 
interior takes the shape of a,rotunda, At 
present there is a system of approaches to 
the monument, with wide’steps to the east 
and west, a winding path to Claremont, and 
a broad ascent from the south. As soon as 
possible there will be constructed a broad es- 
planade leading from the Riverside drive, 
which fronts the monument, down the de- 
clivity to the edge of the Hudson River, and 
bridging the tracks of the New York Cer- 
tral, which lie at the river’s edge. At the 
end of the esplanadé will be an ornamental! 
boat landing. This work will buttress the 
bank of the river, upon which the tomb im- 
poses a considerable weight. 

Few persons outside of New York City 
realize the elaborateness of the ceremonial 
of April 27. On that day will be seen the 
culmination of a series of efforts whose 
ramifications have extended Into every State 
in the Union. The Grant Monument is 
erected with money obtained from citizens 
everywhere, It is not a New York affair, 
New York's principal share of the glory be- 
ing the location of the tomb. 


CIRCUS. DAY IN THE FAR SOUTH. 


Visit of the Big Caravans Furnishes 
a Red-Letter Event for Quaint 
Negro Population. 


Now that the circus season is close at 
hand the small boy dreams of the tinseled 
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Dedication Will Take Place April 
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Civic Display. 
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The occasion of the dedication of the mon- 
ument will be of a more than extraordinary 
nature. Henry’ C. Corbin, Adjutant-Gener- 
al of the United States army, by command 
of Maj.-Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, marshal 
of the day, has already issued orders for the 
parade. They direct that it shall: donsist 
of three grand divisions; first, the mitttary 
grand divisions composed of all military-or- 


i ganizations, the regular army, United States 


marines, United States Seamen, National 


} Guard and Naval Reserves, and independent 
‘eompanies, to be commanded by Ma&j.-Gen. 


Wesley Merritt, U. S. A.; second, the vei- 
erans’ grand divisions, comprised of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Union Veteran 
Union, Sons of Veterans, and all other army 
veteran organizations, and commanded by 
Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, U. 8. A; third, the 
civic grand divisions, composed of all the 
civic organizations. 
Monster Parade in Prospect. 

The formation will be in the vicinity of 
Fifty-ninth street and Fifth avenue, on the 
morning of April 27. It will proceed by the 
most convenient route to the monument, 
where it will be reviewed by the President 
of the United States, At the point of dis- 
missal it will be reviewed by the Grand Mar- 
shal and commanders of grand divisions. 

The following resolution has been adopied 
by’ the Military committee: 

‘* Resolved, That banners, flags, mottoes, 
and Gevices that designate and are applicable 
to the organization, together with the Amer- 
ican flag and! other pa:riotic emblems, alone 
will be admitted in the parade. No business 
device or motto or other mathod of any kind 
that would designate it as an advertisement 
or political organization will be allowed in 


the parade. } 

It wilk be observed from this that any- 
thing suggestive in the least of cheapness or 
tawdry Cisplay will be eliminated. It is the 
intention that the general conditions upon 
which the events of the day will be based 


shall be altogether of a nature thai will re- 


flect proper. dignity upon the Nation and its 
guests on that occasion. Chief among the 
notables who will take in the. day’s cere 
monies will be President McKinley and his 
Cabinet. From Washington, too, will come 
the entire diplomatic corps. Besides these 
dignitaries the Governors of many States 
will be present, together with their staffa 


States Will Be Represented. 


The parade will be one worthy of the 
occasion. Gen. A. Noel Blakeman, Chief of 
Staff of General Dodge, says that in every 
respect it will surpass everything of the 
sort that has previously been attempted. 
While, owing to constant changes that are 
taking place ih the matter of detail, it is im- 
possible to give the exact makeup of the pda- 
rade, sufficient is known to make it possible 
to say that, so far as the military feature 
is concerned, nearly half the number of 
States that go to make up the Union will 
be represented by regiments, companies, or 
officers of the National Guard, assigned to 
represent their respective Commonwealths. 


Ohio will be represented by Gov. Bushnell 


and his staff. The Governor hopes that he 
will be able to bring with him several regi- 
ments of the Ohio National Guard. The 
National Lancers of Boston, a cavalry troop, 
will ride in full regulation uniform, led by 
its own bugle corps. The Fifth Regiment 
of Maryland has already been assigned a 
position in the line. The troops will be ac- 
companied by their veteran corps. Several 
regiments of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard will attend. The Massachusetts Sevy- 
enth, which made a place for itself in history 
shortly after Grant had thrown up the tan- 
ning business for a soldier’s life, will take 
part in the day’s events Then there will be 
the entire strength of the National Guard 
ot New York.

The immediate surroundings of the monu- 
ment itself are beautiful. To the rear and 
south are located the stately buildings of the 
new Columbia University. Adjoining them 
will stand, as soon as time and labor permit, 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, which 
is to cost $10,000,000. In front of the monu- 
ment stretches the Riverside drive, New 
York’s finest boulevard. 

The monument in its design is the work 
of the architect, John H, Duncan. More 
than anything else, it is a temple, some- 
thing after the style of the Pantheon. It is 
both compact and symmetrical. Its base is 
square, in the Doric style. The exterior 
is -granite, the interior white marble. At 
the entrance are two massive bronze doors, 
sixteen feet four and a half inches high, of 
a united width of nine feet, and one and one- 
half feet in thickness. While the doors are 
valled bronze, they are in reality built ef 
ash, covered .with a thick coating of bronze 
put on in sheets about an eighth of an inch 
thick, and so skillfully pieced together that 
no joinings are visible to the eye. The total 
weight of the bronze used is 2,500 pounds, 
while the combined weight of the doors is 
three tons. 

The doors are severely plain, both in de- 
sign and decoration. In each there are three 
deep panels, one large and two smaller. 
The only ornamentation consists of bronze 
rosettes of different sizes. There are twen- 
ty-six of these in each of the larger panels 
and twelve in each of the smaller. Ro- 
settes of larger size embellish the sides of 
the doors and are placed between the panels. 
In order to prevent relic hunters from chip- 
ping off any of these rosettes they are bolt- 
ed into the solid ash. | 

On entering the porch at the southern ex- 
Nosure One sees through the doors the open- 
ing of the crypt, thirty feet wide in the cen- 
ter of the chamber. Looking at the vault 
there are observed the sarcophagus, intend-

The advent of a big circus is an event in 
darkydom of paramount importance. The 
darkies cannot read, but they understand 
pictures, and the pictorial beauties of circus 
lithographs appeal to them in a language 
that is universal, and the news of the show’s 
coming travels fast. 

The writer has visited scores of rural towns 
in Alabama, Texas, Mississippi, and Louisi- 
ana with the circus, and the ever-varying 
panorama of grinning, dusky faces, the 
grotesqueness and picturesqueness of the 
garb of these people presented sights and 
scenes the like of which can be found no- 
where else, , 

Long before daylight the darkies begin to 
arrive from the rural districts. Aunties, 
dressed in flaming red calico, with heads 
bedecked in snowy ‘kerchiefs, or flowery 
bandanas of byilliant hue, with their wiry 
hair tied up in ‘“‘ hanks ” to make it straight, 
tor the time at least, come into town in scores 
and in hundreds, The decrepit mule, draw- 
ing a dilapidated wagon or cart, to which he

Circus morning dawns at last. The 
streets of the town are literally packed with 
negroes. The white portion of the popula- 
tion content themselves with remaining in 
the residence portion of the town, and thero 
await the parade. The blare of brass bands 
announces that the pageant is leaving the 
grounds and the negroes line up along the 
curb, packed like sardines. Watermelons, 
fried chicken, and corn bread, with here 
and there a bar of pink popcorn a foot long, 
appear in their hands, and their mouths, 
full of the food they: have brought, gabble 
away whilst they eat. -The big band chariot 
comes in sight and the sidewalk lines melt 
like butter in the sun. Every one of them 
is imbued with the idea that the parade caa 
be seen to better advantage from the middle 
of the street. No matter how hard it is io 
get through the crowd the crowd must be in 
the street to see it. 

The police and the horses clear the way 
and then there is a scramble for the curb line 
again and every one wants to be in front.

T seems to me that Donald G. Mitchell 
(Ik Marvel) leads an ideal life for a man 
of letters. It is not unusual for English 
authors to live such a life as that Mr. 

Mitchéll has chosen for himself, but it is 
rare in America, outside of the old New 
England group of authors. Emerson, 
Lowell, Holmes, Longfellow, Hawthorne, 
all had real homes of their own where they 
lived and did their literary work. This 
New England tradition has been more or 
less taken up by Mr. Aldrich, who has lived 
in Boston and at Ponkopog all his married 
life. Mr. Howells, like young Lochinvar, 
came out of the West, and though he went 
to Boston at first and had there a home of his 
own he afterwards sold out in Beacon streec 
and came to New York. Since then he las 
more or less lived the life of a Gypsy. Most 
of the time he is around New York, living 
in flats here and there and everywhere, but 
with no settled habitation. Mr. Richard 
Henry Stoddard has lived in East Fifteenth 
street for the last twenty-five years, and he 
is. about the only New York author that I 
can think of who has lived so long in any 
one place. 

When Donald G. Mitchell was a compara- 
tively young man he made up his mind that 
the country was the only place for a man of 
letters to live in and be happy. Mr. Mii- 
chell wanted a home and in one of his most 
interesting books he described his efforis 
to get one. Finally he bought a place on 
the outskirts of New Haven, and it was not

writes Mr. Mitchell, “left him, from his 
vast fortune, a beggarly annuity of $204.” 


How Mitchell Visited Irving. 


Mr. Mitchell knew Washington Irving per- 
Sonally, and describes one of his many 
visits to Sunnyside. Think of. driving 
through ‘Sleepy Hollow with Irving! The 
vehicle in which they drove was “an old- 
fashioned gig chaise, and the well-groomed 
horse, with his sedate and dignified paces, 
was the very picture of respectability. It 
was along the great Albany post road that 
we drove; he, all alert and brisk, and the 
cool morning breeze falling down upon us 
from over Haverstraw Height# and across 
the.wide sweep ofriver. Hecalled attention 
to the spot of poor André’s capture—not 
forbearing that little touch of sympathy 
which came ‘to firmer yet not disloyal ex- 
pression afterwards in his story of Washing- 
ton.’’ He also pointed out to Mr. Mitchell 
the road where. Ichabod Crane encountered 
the headless horseman. It was a memorable 
drive this which Mr. Mitchell took with 
Irvine forty and more years ago. 


Sums Up Bryant’s Character. 


Mr. Mitchell has a good deal to say about 
Wiliiam Cullen Bryant, and describes his per- 
sonal traits as an admirer, though not asa 
partisan might.. Bryant was shrewder and 
more farsighted than poets are apt to be 
and he. was gifted with true commercial in- 
stinct—a gift which poets.are. not supposed 
to have. ‘“‘ Shrewd he unquestionably was,”’ 
writes:Mr. Mitchell, “ with a New-England- 
er’s quiek eye to the ‘ main chance’ ”’; but 
back of this and larger than this was an 
intrepidity, a persistence, a love of justice, 
a flood of humane sympathies which, more 
than any trading alertness, took him and 
his journal upon roads which led to perma- 
gnent favor and to permanent fortune. In 
appearance he was under rather than over 
average height, with a firmly knit figure, 
qvick in his motions, capable of large fa- 
ticves; counted by most an austere man, 
certainly not given to easy and uncalled-for 
smiles; weighingyswell his words, except some 
swift current of vexation he could not con- 
quer spolled for a moment his habitual calm- 
ness; not making friends easily, never going 
on the stiil hunt for them, never hunting: at 
all, indeed, in the &sual sense, with either 
dog, or gun, or *‘ whipper-in’: yet enjoying 
other and larger hunts through word bocks, 
and mythologies, and Wordsworthian ranges 
of skies, and of worlds beyond skies. Cere- 
meny he abhorred, with all its trappings, 
never seeking willingly the men or the occa- 
sions which involved it or demanded it.” 
He was often “ acrid in his political writing— 
etrong, fierce almost; and he carried his 
impetuosities and strong prejudices persist- 
ently.”’ His manner Was cold and doubting. 
There was no flattery’in his speech or ap- 
preaches. ‘*‘ Wronging and bewraying him- 
s<clf in this matter,’’ says Mr. Mitchell, ** and 
unwittingly making the ways of approach 
to his inner and truest kindliness rough ways 
for outsiders and even old acquaintances 
tq traveli.”’ 


Bryant was probably seen at his best at : 


his Roslyn home. There he unbent more 
than anywhere else. And there he lived the 
life that was more in keeping with his call- 
ing as a poet than his life as the editor ofa 
political newspaper. 
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WOMEN NOW SMOKE TEA CIGARETS. 


New Form of Dissipation in New York 
Has Few Devotees in the City 
of Chicago. 


The new vice of smoking cigarets made of 
green tea, which has become a fad.@mong 
certain sets of New York women, has not 
impressed Chicago women favorably as yet. 
So far the habit has been confined to a low 
stratum of society in this city. 

In New York the custom has assumed such 
proportions that druggists and tobacconists 
in the tenderloin district are keeping tea 
cigarets in stock for regular customers. 

Only a few physicians here have become 
aware of the existence of the new form of 
cigarets. The effect produced on the sys- 
tem is practically the same as that produced 
by excessive tea drinking. A siuggish brain 
is aroused and visions of fabulous wealth 
will appear. When the habit has taken a 
firm hold and the smoker does no brain work 
the effect is deleterious. Extreme cases of 
insomnia and nervousness follow and the 
vice becomes so engrafted that women will 
resort to unique forms of strategy to ob- 
tain the seclusion necessary for a quiet 
“ puff.”’ 

With brain workers the effect of a few 
smokes is said to be charming. The mind 
gces through some wonderful acrobatic evo- 
lutions, the smoker becomes bright and 
witty, and relates tales that would be a revy- 
elation to the cherished ambition of an in- 
veterate opium eater. 

One physician who has come in contact 
with a case of insomnia caused by the green- 
tea cigaret says women do not seem able 
to relinquish the habit, which takes a much 
firmer grip than tea drinking on its devotees. 

The active chemical principle of tea is 
theine. The burning of tea does not destroy 
any of its poisonous properties. A woman 
will shatter her nervous system in much less 
time by smoking than by drinking. 

The habit, to say the least, is pernicious, 
and one which will work havoc with the 
nervous systems of thousands of women.
